GOING BEYOND TANNER 


SEARCHING FOR INEFFICIENT 
DEMOCRATS. 





SECRETARY NOBLE’S VIBRWS OF SPOILS 


QUESTION—NEW-YORK POLITICIANS 

BUSY—FREE-TRADE DEMOORATS. 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—Seeretary of the In- 
terior Noble, after a silence of several days suc- 
ceeding the publication ef the report that he 
had issued an order to restrain Commissioner 
Tanner from making removals in the Pension 
Office, has spoken at some length. and in a 
tone to afford great pleasure to the Republicans 
who believe that there sheuld bea ‘clean 
sweep.” A reporter of the Orilic had a talk 
with him 1n bis office to-day and he discussed 
the subject of remevals and appointments with 
great freedom. 
‘“«Whenever we find an inefficient Democrat 
we are going to discharge him and fill his place 
with an efficient Republican,” sald Secretary 
Noble, “and there will be lots of them.” 
When asked how soon operations on the pres- 
ent incumbents would be commenced under 
this policy, the Secretary said: ‘‘ Policy! Poli- 
cy! There’s no policy about it; it’s just com- 
mon sense. There has never been any other 
policy.” 
Tne occasion of the Secretary’s remarks was 
a question about the reeent order to the effect 
that heads of bDureausinthe Interior Depart- 
ment should, when they wished to make a va- 
canoy, first submit the case to him. The Secre- 
tary says positively that he did not issue his 
erder for the purpose of “calling down’ the 
Commissioner of Pensions. 
And further,” said the Secretary, “I want 
to say that, when I issued the order requesting 
heads of bureaus to first submit their demands 
for resignation to me, I had in view all the 
bureaus. Commissioner Tanner’s ideas about 
this matter are not one whit more radical than 
mine. Heis an able man, an exceiient officer, 
and Iam in thorough accord with him, even in 
the matter ef making removals of incompetent 
or inetticient Demecrats and the selection of 
Republicans. Neither of us makes a seeret of 
the fact that, in reorganizing the Pension Office 
and the entire Interier Department, Repub- 
lieans are to be preferred just as far as possible, 
in order thatthe good of the service is not 
overlooked. We want the best possible service, 
and,in getting it, we intend to favour Repub- 
licans. That order was intended to apply to 
all branches of the service which I coatrol.” 
The Secretary says that whenever tie service 
can be benefited by making a change, by dis- 
eharging a Democrat and appeinting a Repub- 
lican, it will bedone. But he declines to say 
anything about the details of this policy. He 
said that the announcement that he had said 
that 151 special examiners in the Pension Ottice 
were to be discharged in a couple of months 
was untrae, and that he never suid anything of 
the sort. As to Commissioner Tanner in partio- 
ular, Secretary Noble said: 
‘*S8o far as I see now, f do not intend to inter- 
pose any objection to the institution of auy pol- 
icy he may desire.” 
Secretary Noble denies the interview which 
Makes him say that large numbers of Demo- 
crats are to be discharged from the Pension 
Office and replaced by Repubiieans. Though,” 
he says, ‘‘ whenever an inetiicient Democrat is 
replaced it wiligbe by a Republican.” 
‘The Seeretary during his talk laid stress en 
the word ‘* inefficient,” and dénied that there 
had been any ‘“‘turn the rascals out” or any 
other particular pelicy inaugurated. The See- 
retary seemed rather anuoyed by the way the 
papers had misquoted him. He read the inter- 
view attributed to him and the sweeping 
declaration he was said to have made avout 
turning 150 Democrats out of the Pension Office 
With # great deal of interest, us both the sense 
and the language were entirely new to him. 
‘No, no, I never said apything like that,’”’ he 
kept repeating as heread. ‘*“‘Kead ‘as fast as 
we find them,’” was the Secretary’s answer to 
a query as to how soon the heads of incompe- 
tent Democrats would begin to drop into the 
vat. All he said as to the “policy”? of his de- 
artment, save- what: rred to Commissioner 
‘Tanner himself, conceried equally the bureaus 
under the Interior Department, und he avoided’ 
waking-any statement that could be taken to 
mean‘thatthe slaughter of Democrats would 
be confined to the Pension Office.

While the friends of Jonn W. Jacobus of New- 
York and Theedore B. Willis of Brooklyn are 
waging battle for the office of Surveyor of the 


Port, ana both sides are growing more confi- 
dent of success, indifferent outsiders are won- 
dering whetber that tightis notlikely to grow 
so hot that neither Jacobus nor Wiilis should 
be appointed. Gen. Kuapp has kept out of the 
controversy, altheugh he naturally hopes 
thata city man will be selected, as the neves- 
sity of going into the country for a Surveyor 
would be a@ conclusive political check to the 
hopes of a country candidate for the Naval 
Ottiee, which the General considers as good as 
his. 

Just at this time, which seems opporfune, an 
up-country candidate uppears upon the scene, 
Ex-Representative James 8. Smart is here, 
modestly presenting himself as a vandidate fer 
the shoes of Hans 8. Beattie. He is confident 
that President Marrison will take into consider- 
ation the fact that the 83,000 majority brought 
te Harlem Bridge for him will constrain 
him to recognize the service of the out- 
of-town Republicans, and to do it, if 
he tinds Mr. Smart the man his friends think he 
is, by putting bim in the office of Surveyor. 
Among his most cordial supporters Mr. Smart 
reckous the Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, and it is 
understood that when My. Smart goes to the 
President to-morrow, in tow of Representative 
Quackenbush, he will carry a letter from Mr. 
Depew advocating in the strongest terms the 
appointment of Mr. Smart as Surveyor. Mr. 
Smart makes no criticism of Mr. Jacobus or Mr, 
Willis. He sees that Brooklyn and New-York 
are likely to get heated in the centest for the 
place, and rather than have the dispute settled 
in bad feeliug be would take it for Washington 
County.

The report has gained circulation here that 
the President has declared his determination not 
to appoint any “ free-trade” Demoerats to of- 


fises to which the law requires that he shall ap- 

oint representatives of both political parties. 
The Civil Service Commission, the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, the District Commis- 
sion, and other bodies aré made up with Demo- 
crats upon them. 

The idea seems to be that in selecting Dem- 
ocrats the President will in deciding prefer the 
Dewocats of the Randall or protectionist school 
to the tariff reformer in every instance. The 
first case In whieh this preference is expected 
to be illugtrated 18 in the selection of a Civil 
Bervice Commissioner. If the poliey indicated 
is really that degided upon by the President it 
ought to discourage the hope of securing so 
good a man as H. 8. Thompson for Commission- 
er and eneourage the friends of Col. T. 8. Merri- 
man, who possesses at least the qualification of 
being a protectionist Demoorat. 


A good deal of the time of the President was 
eonsumed to-day by delegations from New-York 
State.

tives of that State to call at the White Heuse 
was the delegation from Buffalo that had taken 
possession of a large section of the Arlington 
Hotel, and that has devoted itself very

Commander G.W. Book. The detail of thecourtis 
as follows: Rear Admiral D. b, Harmony, Presi- 
dent; Capt. J. 8. Skerritt, Capt. O. F. Binaten, 
Capt. L. A. Beardslee, Capt. T. O. Selrridge, 
Capt. F. M. Bunce, Commander Philip V. 
Cooper, Commander Yates Stirling, Commander 
W. B. Hoff, Lieut. Perry Garst, Judge Advocate. 
The charge under which Lieut. Commander 
Boek is tobe triedis absenting himself trom 
his command without leave. He was ordered 
to command the United States gunboat Pinta, 
in Alaskan waters, Nov. 16, 1888, relieving 
Lieut. Commander Newell, He went to Sitka 
by steamer and Lieut. Commander Newell re- 
turned home. By the very next steamer Lieut. 
Commander Book returned, and one day, when 
he was supposed to be on board the 
Pinta, he walked inte the Navy Depart- 
ment. The department officers were aston- 
ished, fer this desertion of a ship by 
its commanding officer is one of the most 
serious offenses a naval officer can eommit. 
Book, however, thought he was justified in his 
course. Before he left Washington the boilers 
of the Pinta had been reported in need of re- 
pair, and the necessary orders had been issued 
to have the work done. When Lieut. Com- 
meander Book arrived on board he found the 
boilers in such a condition that he thought the 
vessel ought to be brought home. Instead of 
writing to the department, however, he left the 
Pinia in command ef his executive officer, Lieut. 
Hodgson, and started for Washington himself. 
Although Lieut. Commander Book seems to 
have acted in good faith, it is likely thaw the 
findings of the court will be against bim, for, 
as ls said at the Navy Department, it will not 
do to leave with an officer the discretion of 
going away from his station when he thinks 
the circumstances Warrant his deing so. This 
offense is considered so serious that it is espe- 
cially provided by law that an officer who ab- 
sents himself from his — without 
leave may, by the sentence of a court- 
martial, be reduced to the ranking 
of an ordinary seaman. Next to death this is 
the.severest penalty that can be inflicted en a 
naval offieer, but, except in time of war, or 
when disastrous consequences follow such ab- 
sence, the extreme penalty is not apt to be im- 
posed. The only case under this charge occur- 
Ting in late years was that of Capt. Hopsxina, 
who, in 1882, left his st at the Pensacola 
Navy Yard daring aa epidemic of yellow fever. 
He was court-martialed and sentenced to dis- 
',missal from the service.

Altheugh Chairman Elbridge T. Gerry

Ward McAllister’s fall from his high estate of 
practical boss of the ball to the nominal position 
of manager, without much of anything to man- 
age, was supplemented by the appointment of a 
director of the ball, who supersedes him in all of 
his impertant functions.

deprivation of his executive functions. 
“When Mr. Stuyvesant Fish was ap 
peinted Chairman of the Entertainment 


Committee he was asked to select some one who 


was competent to do part of the work of the 
committee. He selected Ward McAllister, who 
had gained some prominence as the manager of 
the Patriarchs’ balls and other similar affairs. 
McAllister went in regardless of the committee 
and sold boxes, issued invitations, and assumed 
general executive authority over the whole 


affair. He was called to account and ordered 
to wake a report of all his doings. . Such report 
as he did pretend to make was ao garbled and 
indefinite that nothing ceuld be made of it, and 
the committee made up their minds that he was 
incompetent for the position. Then he sent a 
letter to Mayor Grant: asking for ‘a full defint- 
tion of; all the rights which [am to hold, and 
a complete description of all the duties which I 
am to perform as a Manager of the centennial 
ball under the resolution of Deo. 21.’ 

«, “‘ Mayor Grant very properly turned this let- 
ter over to the Entertainment Committee. Mr. 
Fish also called the attention of the committee 
to @ previous letter of similar import addressed 
by McAllister to Mr. Gerry, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, and which be bad turned 
over to the Entertainment Committeo, the idea 
of everybody being that McAllister should get 
his instructions from the committee that had 
appointed him. The cemmittee thereupon 
adopted a resolution ‘that no communication 
be made to the Plan and Seope Committee ex- 
cept through ite Chairman and under the direc- 
tion of the ‘committee.’ 

“ Afterward Mr. Fish met Ward McAllister 
and asked him if he was going to carry out the 
iustructions of his committee. He thought for 
amomentani then answered ‘No.’ Mr. Fish 
thereupon asked him to resign. He muttered a 
reply and went away. Then at a meeting of the 
eommittee Mr. Fish said it was impossible to 
carry On the work of tbe committee unless there 
was discipline and suboraination. The Plan 
and Scops Committes looked to him for all the 
matters vf the Entertainment Committee, and 
unless the manager was subordinate to the 
Chairman the work could bot go on. Then in 
the presence of the whole committee the Chair- 
man asked McAllister to resign.

A GREAT DAY IN ALBANY 
BIITER CONTESTS IN BOTH 


LEGISLATIVE HOUSES. 

THE MAYOR'S RAPID TRANSIT BILL IN 
THE SENATE—PASSAGE or THE 
ELECTORAL BILL BY THE,ASSEMBLY. 
}: ALBANY, April 9.—The greatest debate of the 
‘session occurred in the Senate this morning 
over the Mayor's Rapid Transit Dill, which was 
the special. order for the day, and which will 
come up in the House to-morrow. If the two 
votes which were taken to-day may be consid- 
ered a8 a criterion, the measure will pass the 
Senate without amendment, although the ac- 
‘tien of the Senate in carrying further consider- 
ation of the measure over to next Tuesday has 
created a feeling of uneasiness among the 
friends of the bill, for the reason tnat it willen- 
able the opposition toe orystallize. 

The most remarkable speech of the day was 
made by Senator Fassett. His violent attacks 
against the pill ana Mayor Grant would lead one 
to infer that a deeper motive is prompting him 
than mere party opposition to a Democratic 
measure. The President pro tem. belongs to 
thatonly too diminutive corps of Senators whom 
the taint of corruption has never touched. 
Still, no one who is familiar with his: public 
career will be surprised.at his stand this morn- 
ing, for he is to-day,. and always has been, a 
friend of corporations and the wiiling tool of 
the master minds which direct them. 

Qver four hours were devoted to the discus- 
sion of this important question, and yet no more 
than the first tive sections of the bill were read. 
Senator Vedder appeared in the rdle of Lord 
High Executioner to the bili, but although he 
raised absurd objections and offered inaignifi- 
cant amendments, he aceompliahed but littie. 
Senator Ives, who is the godfather of the méas- 
ure, had his hands full in explaining away the 
host of criticisms which was aimed at the bill 
by his Republican colleagues. After hearing 
this morning’s debate even the most captious 
critic would hardly dare assert that the Empire 
State does not possess witain her boundaries 
orators who consider themseives, even though 
an unappresiative world does not recognize and 
bow before their powers, the equals of a Demos- 
thenes or a Cicero. 

Senator Pierce stated that he had several 
cable amendments which he heped the Senate 
would adopt, and as it was desirable to have 
them printed, he asked that the bill be recem- 
Iitted to the committee and be taken up on 
Thursday. Hedid not desire to delay the bill, 
but merely wished thas there might be time for 
intelligent action. He added, with a smile, that 
he understood Mr. Coggeshall wished to ofter 
the Broadway Arcade Road as an amendment. 
Senator Ives vigorously opposed postponement, 
saying that he did not approve the eld cable 
scheme. Mr. Pierce was squelched, and hardiy 
opened his mouth during the long debate that 
followed. 

Senator Coggeshall wished to amend section 
3 by striking out Broadway from the list of ex- 
empted streets. He said that the objeet of this 
amendment was to allow the commission, when 
appointed by the Mayor, to consider any propo- 
sition which might come before it fora road 
under Broadway. Mr. Ives interpolated the 
remark that this was the ghest of the oid 
Aroade bill and he didn’t see any reason why 
such fantastic monstrosities shonld be hitohed 
on to the rapid transitscheme. Mr. Coggeshall, 
continuing, said that there was a general desire, 
not only on the partof the citizensof New- 
York, but alsooef the papers without a single 
exception, that Broadway shouid be left open 
to the commission. The underground road 
under Broadway he thought was the only solu- 
tion for the rapid transit enigma. 

Senator Arnold interrupted the Speaker to 
ask whether, if Broadway were to be included 
in the bill, the arcade road would not have a de- 
elded advantage in bidding for the franchise 
since they haye made a study of the subject and 
system. 

Mr. Coggeshall replied that he had not under- 
stood that the arcade company had any privi- 
leges whatsoever under Broadway, and there- 
fore did not see how that company was in better 
shape to bid than any otber company or corpo- 
ration. The arcade road could be built withous 
infringing or injuring in any way the abatting 
property owners. 

Senator Grady, who had been squirming in 
his seat for the last haif hour, with the evidentin- 
tention of making the greatest effort of his life, 
rose with the remark that the bill had been 
,drawn with the idea that rapid transit was to 
be in the interest of the people of New-York 
City, and notin the interest of any particular 
corporation. It had been discovered that the 
act of 1875 had simply been powerful in giving 
‘te corporations valuable franchises for which 
the clty got no return. Now Mayor Grant came 
asking that the interest of the people of New- 
York be protected. 

Senator Raines interrupted to ask why any 
limitation was put on the commissien in ex- 
,empting Broadway from the list of streets. 

Mr. Grady replied that no such limitation 
was provided for in the Mayor's bill. Broadway 
was exempted by the act of 1875, and the pres- 
ent bill simply left it as it was. 

“Has the Mayor a single plan for rapid 
transit ?”’ put in Mr. Coggeshall. 

“No,” answered Mr. Grady; “and I would 
think less of the Mayor’s bill if he had. There 
is not the slightest objection to the arcade peo- 
ple coming here and Introducing a little bill by 
which they may obtain control of Broadway, 
but thereis objection to that or other corpo- 
rations coming here and tacking on their propo- 
sitions to this—the Mayor’s bill. The areade 
scheme has been pronounced absolutely dead 
and ready for burial by the doctors of the Court 
,of Appeals, and yet its promoters come here 
and say thatif we are not willing to breathe 
life into the corpse our bill shall not pass. In 
addition to the arcade there are twe others. 
The elevated road thinks to compiete its 
loop, and the cable people hope to ob- 
tain control of 70 miles of the streets 
of New-York. Every line of this bill 
tells you that there is no private scheme in it. 
If Mayor Grant had been open to that sors of 
thing he seuld have secomplished his purpose 
better under the present law. He comes to the 


pass a law which will not only curtail his own 
powers, but will allow the city to resetve some- 
thing from these corporations for the valuable 
privileges granted to them. I say that this 
amendment [referring te that offered by Mr. 
Coggeshall] is not a proper one to be included 
in this bill. Let us do what we can to furnish 


out regard to political bias.” 

Senator Coggeshall again took up the cudgels. 
He raid that this commission, to be appointed 
by the Mayor, would foist upon New-York any 
or every scheme for rapid transit; that it was 
not the perfeet bill which the Senater from 
the Sixth (Grady) would make his colleagues 
believe. He thought tnat he had as much right 
to charge that there was some ulterier and 
hidden motive in the Mayor’s bill. as any Sen- 
ater on the floor had the right to charge that 
there was anything that there should uot be 
to the amendment offered by him. 

Senator Coggeshali’s amendment was defeatea 
by a vote of 10 to 6, as follows: In the affirma- 
tive, Messrs. Coggeshall, Erwin, Fassett,:Raines, 
Russell, and Vedder; in the negative, Messrs. 
Cantor, Foley, Grady, Ives, Kellogg, MoNaugh- 
ton, Murphy, Robertson, Stadier, and Walker. 

After the defeat of the Coggeshall amend- 
ment came the hettest part of the debate. Sena- 
tor Fassett, who had thus far retained his seat. 
spoke at length on the general merits of the will, 
prefacing his remarks with a personal explana- 
tion of an editorial which appeared in a certain 
New-York newspaper this morning. He de- 
plored the “cowardly and contemptible manner 
in the press and outside of the press,” in which 
Senators who had suughtio delay this bill had 
been assailed. He continued: “I had my at- 
tention called this morning to an editorial 
in a New-York paper. I[ will read the 
first and last paragraphs, and submit it tomy 
brother Senators whether thoy think that edl- 
torial emanates from an absolutely unprejudiced 
mind, a mind given up to the interests ef the 
people and of truth, more thun to the interests 
of some politieal ring which, through its agenss,

This was mere than tiery little Senator Ives 
could stand. Ho thought that Mr. Fassett had, 
for the time at least, been under the domina- 
tion of cowardly instincte. He said 1t wasciear 
that somepody would have to be trusied any 
way, and he for one favored reposing sueb trust 
in the way provided for ip shis bill. 

Brave Col. Murphy had evidently had some- 
thing on his mind for some ilittie time, and now 
saw a0 opportunity tor relieving himself, He 
said that he had never loved Mr. Croker, nor 
Croker him, nor did he hope that their relations 
wouid ever be other than they are at present, 
but nevertheless, as à New-Yorker be felt it jn- 
cumbent upon himself to brand as untrue the 
statemont, insinustion, or whatever elise one 
cared to call it, which Leader Fassett had made 
when he saii after mentioning the various 
legiers of Tammany Hail, “it’s bad enougd 
to murder mea without undertaking to murder 
character.” He supposed. no doubt, the other 
genticmen on tae floor aypposed that the Sena- 
tor referred to the alleged shooting of the man 
MeKenna by Croker in a street brawl some 
years sinee. He wished to protest against this 
as untrue, since it was a well-known fact to ail 
old residents of New-York that Mr. Croker was 
. no way connected with the unfortunate 
affair. 

Mr. Fassett arose to deny that he had ever 
Made such au accusation. 

“No, you didn’t dare to,” cried Mr. Ives, 

For a moment it looked as if something seri- 
ous might happen as the result of the impetu- 
ous Seatherner’s fll-afivised words. But Sen- 
ator Laugvein, whe, although no bigger than a 
half pint, considers himseif an orater of no 
mean ability, nobiy eawe to the rescte. He 
said he didn’t iike to see Senators dare each 
other, and eentinued in seothiag werds to 
spread the wings of peace over the bellizerants. 

The new member ef the Railroad Committee, 
Senator Raines, said that the bili under discus- 
sion was not the bill which had been indorsed 

by the papers, nor was it asit came from the 
hands of Corporation Coussel Beekman, for 
Broadway had since been placed ia the list of 
exempted streets. The honvrabie Senator sur- 
prised no ene, perhaps, so much as himself 
when he stated, with a perfectly straight face, 
that he meant tosustain the newspapers of 
New-York in their fight to allowthe future 
commission to decide as to whether or not 
Broadway shall become the artery of the rapid 
transit system. He read editorial extracts 
from ‘THE Tiv-s and ether papers to prove that 
he was in line with them on this subject. 

Everybedy was becoming tired out, but no 
Senator liked to take upon himself the responsi- 
bility of cutting short the discussion. Finally 
Mr. Erwin rose to the situation, and after stat- 
ing that he thought more time ought te be de- 
voted to the consideration of the bill, moved 
that it be made a special order fer next Tues- 
day morning. This, of course, met with decided 
Opposition trem Mr.iives, whe, after the bill had 
been reported from Commitee ef the Whole, 
asked that it be ordered te a third read- 
ing. Neither side wanted to give in, but 
finally, after brief consultation between 
several ef the leaders, @ eompromise was 
reached, and the bili was made a special order 
for next Tuesday, in aceordance with Mr. Er- 
win's wotlon, having been ordered to a third 
reading by the following vote of 12t0 10: In 
tue attirmative—Messra. Cantor, Foley, Grady, 
Hendricks, Ives, McNaughton, Murphy, Rob- 
erison, Kellogg, Waiker, Stadler, and Linson. 
In the negative—Messrs. Arnold, Ooggestaill, 
Erwin, Fassett, Laugbein, Laugtlin, Kaines, 
Sioan, Sweet, and Vedder.

It that 
is true, and mv judgment tells me that 
it is trne, there are ebundant 
for passing this bill. The Demooratio papers 
elaim that the lew is good enough ee it is, bus 
there is a widespread sentiment throughout the 
State, as reflected in the public press and from 
letters that [ have received, for some such 
measure as this, Why,” eaid he, “many of the 
most influential, able, and independent mem- 
bers of the Democratic Party are iu favor of it,” 
and he could readily understand why the active 
Democratic politicians were opposed to it. 
“The three elements that conspired to prevent 
purity of the ballot in this country are bribery, 
traud,and iatimidation.

ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE PASTORAL AP- 
POINTMENTS—-LIVELY DEBATES ON 
TEMPERANCE AND SUNDAY WORK, 


The New-York Methodist Conference, 
which has been in session in this city at the 
Highteenth-Street Church for more than 4 week 
past, was brought toa close yesterday after an 
ali-day session, The attendance was jarge, the 
galleries being packed with the wives and 
friends of the ministers below, anxious to.hear | 
the appointments for the coming year—a matter | 
ef more importance to a Metnodist clergyman 
than are the Federal appointments to politi- 
clans. They hada long wait of seven hours, 
but she doings of the conference in the mean- 
time were not without interest, 

In the first place came the regular temperance 
dispute, which invariably occurs after the pre- 
sentation ef the report of the Temperance Com- 
mittee. The report was not prohibitory enough 
for some and too muoh so for others. Argu- 
ments and motions by beth sides lasted for over 
an hour. Strong language was used, accusa- 
tiens of turning the conference into a “ third 
party” body, &c., but none of the personal com- 
pliments was exchanged that have eharacter- 
izea previous debates of this conference on the 
same issue. Asit was finally adopted, the re- 
port favored prohibition, State and constitu- 


tional, at such time as it should be practicable, 
aud in the Meantime advocuted a rigid enforce- 
ment of existing laws and restrictions. A mo- 
tion to incorporate in the report a resolution 
approving tbe Woman’s Obristian Temperauee 
Uiion and its work was lost. 

Another interesting debate follewed the pre- 
sentation of the report of the Sabbath Commit- 
tee vy Dr, A. D. Vail. The report vigorously 
condemned Sunday excursions, transportation, 
sacred concerts, and other amusemenis which 
tend to make the nineteenth century Sunday a 
holiday, and concluded vy jumping squarely 
upon the Sunday newspapers. The report 
Seemed to meet with general approval, but a 
bush fell over tue entire assembly when Dr. 
Jobn Ray Tuompson of the Washington-dquare 
Church offered us an amendment: 

glued, That we set eur faces like flint and do 
all we oan to prevept the printing of our sermons 
in the Monday papers, inasmuch as the labor re- 
quired in their printing must in & great degree bé 
periormed on tie Savbath. 


The hush lasted a full minute, Then it was 
moved that, as nobody seconded this resolution, 
it be lald on the table, This proposition met 
with unanimous consent, A motion to invorpo- 
rate a sentiment against the praetice ef bold- 
ipg quarteriy eontereuces en Suuday was lost, 
AD amen iment deprecating the helding of camp 
meetings on Sundays, with open gates, as it at- 
tracted excursioniets, was carried.

SUGAK FROM SORGHUM. 


RESULTS OF THE EXPERIMENTS MADE 
BY THE GOVERNMENT. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—H. W. Wiley, chemist 
of the Agricultural Department, has completed 
his recerd of experiments in the manufacture 
of sugar from sorghum, conducted last year at 
Rio Grande, N. J.; Kinner, La, and Conway 
Springs, Douglass, and Sterling, Kan. The work 
at Sterling differed from that at the other 
Places. It was an examination of all obtain- 
able varieties of the sorghum plant. The work 
at Rio Grande, N. J., was carried on by Mr. H. 
A. Hughes, whose purpose was to determine 
whether or not sorghum sugar could be success- 





‘fully manufactured on a small scale. Prof. 


Wiley says he does not see any favorable result 


coming frem the two years’ trial at Rie Grande. 
All the conditions combine to render the manu- 
facture of sugar on a small scale commercially 
unsuccesaful, ; 

The practical experiments carried on st Doug- 
lass cousisted in a therough trial ef the open 
system of diffusion (tue Hughes system) to teat 
ite fituess for working on a iarge seule, They 
Were vot a success, owing to the failure of the 
battery to work properly. 
suita, however, Were of the most encouraging 
Datore, showing that in that locality a crup of 
sorghum Cane oan be grown which, with proper 
treatment, may be expected te ylela eighty or 
ninety pounds of sugar a ton of pure cane. 

Prof, Wiley devotes considerable space to a 
prosentarion of points to be considered in build- 
nga factory. Southern and Western Kansas 
possess the beat soil and climate for sorghum 
raising so far as is now known. Texas, Louis- 
jana, Arkansas, Tennessee, and North Carolina 
probably present equally favorable conditions, 
but thie yet awaite Qemonstration. The Indian 
Territory is destined to be the centre of the in- 
dustry. The expectation of establishing a suc- 
eessful sorghum industry in the great maize 
fields of the country must now be definitely 
abandoned. A season of manufacture reason- 
ably certain for 60 days is an essential condi- 
tion to success in the manufacture of sorghum 
sugar, The water supply muat be abundant and 
easily accessible. Factories must be in close 
proximity to the fields, so that the cost of trans- 
portation of the cane may be reduced to & 
minimum. A cheap and abundant supply o 
fuel is net less important than theraw material 
itseif. Recent experiments show a strong 
probability that the refuse chips of the cane 
tmoay be used for fuel. The cost ef acomplete 
factory, capable of working 200 tons of cane a 
day, may be estimated at from $60,000 to 
$100,000, And, finally, in order to succead, in- 
vestora must secure some One to take charge of 
the factory who understands the needs of the 
business and has had seme experience in the 
econduvt thereof. 

The bulletin soon to be issued contains the re- 
ports of the asaistante in ebarge of the expert- 
ments at the severgl stations, with daily rec- 
ords of resuits in tabulated form, analyses of 
sugar beets grown in Kansas from seed fur- 
nished by Mr. Claus Spreckies, and the effeet of 
the diffusion proeess upon the extraction of 
sugar from sugar cane. The latest report on 
this subject showed that an average of 194 
pounds of sugar is made from a ton of cane.

OONNEOTIOUT’S HEALTH STATISTICS. 

HARTFORD, April 9.—The annual report of the 
State Board of Health for the past year has 
been presénted to the General Assembly. Ac- 
cording te the death rate the State is in about 
the same condition of healthfulness as last year. 
The rate is between 17 and 18 in 1,000, which 
is lower than that in many Statea and also 
lower than in Europe. Tne board predicta that 
the malaria, whieh 1s decreasing, especially in 
Fartield Oounty, where it originated, will ulti- 
mately disappear. Typhoid fever is increasing, 
as are diarrheal diseases. Whooping cough and 
meningitis are proving more fatal, while croup 
and diphtheria are less so. An investigation is 
being made into the drinking water of the State. 
An analysis bas already been made of the wa- 
ters of < of the largest cities and towns. Hart- 
ford is found to have the best water thus far.

As the provisions of this section are con- 
tained in section 6 of the proposed amendment, 
it can be abrogated by the same resolutions 
which provide for the new amendment. The 
proposed amendments are as follows:

Secretary NOBLE makes haste to clear 
himself of the damaging suspicion that he 
has any higher ideas of administration than 
“Corp.” TANNER of the Pension Bureau. 
On the contrary, he declares that he can 
see no reason why that “able” official 
should not be allowed to carry out any 
policy that he wishes. We tender our re- 
spectful apologies to Mr. Nosui® for the 
wrong we have done himin attributing to 
him greater intelligence and a more sensi- 
tive appreciation of his duty than, as he 
declares, he pessesses. We desire to make 
this apology as full as possible, and 
we hereby freely and voluntarily admit 
that Mr. NoBL® is above all criticism as a 
spoilsman, that he is innocent of any in- 
tention to respect the right of the taxpayers 
to good service without regard to politics, 
and that he has neither sympathy with or 
knewledge of the civil service reform act 
of 1883. When Mr. NoBLE says that he pur- 
poses to replace dismissed Democrats by Re- 
publicans, we ought, perhaps, to remind him 
that in very many cases’ in his department 
he cannot do that without violating the 
law, which declares that if he does do it, 
he “shall be dismissed.”

It is not to be wondered at that the Man- 
hattan Railway Company should be able 
to get 3,000 signatures to a petition that 
the Board of Aldermen adopt a set of reso- 
‘lutions prepared for the purpose, asking 
the Legislature to confer upon a commis- 
sion the power to give that company the 
tight to eneroach upon Battery. Park and 
the pnblic space adjacent to City Hall 
4 Park for the enlargement of its terminal. 
facilities; and it is still less to be 
‘wondered at that an Alderman could 
be induced to offer the resolutions. 
But it will be remarkable if the*board 
adopts them, and still more so if the Legis- 
lature acts in accordance with them. The 
fact is that there, is ample provision 
already for the consideration of this matter 
by. Commissioners, ‘“‘to be duly appointed 
according to law,” and one commission 
has already acted upon it. But what is 
sought now is action from the Legislature 
which shall force upon the city in behalf 
of JAY Gouxp and the Manhattan Com- 
pany a scheme to which the pub- 
lic authorities and the people generally 
are unalterably opposed. It is not to be 
believed that even the present Legislature 
ceuld be induced to perpetrate this high- 
handed outrage, though the Board of Alder- 
men should ask for it. It is to be hoped 
that the Aldermen are not to be included in 
the unholy alliancethat is now trying to 
defeat the effort for the rapid transit which 
the city so much needs and has a chance of 
securing, if only the unscrupulous gang of 
corporate monopolists can be kept from 

controlling legislative action. 


While consumers. generally rejoice over 
the fall of the Copper Syndicate, the manu- 
facturers in the Sheet Copper Ring are 
greatly pleased because the cost of their 
raw material has been reduced or will be 
lowered as soon as certain contracts shall 
have expired. This Ring is composed of all 
the cvepper-rolling mills in this country, 
and isan old one. The members of it have 
combined to exact from 25 to 38 cents a 
pound for copper in sheets and bolts rolled 
out of copper in ingots. During the su- 
premacy of the Syndicate they were re- 
quired to pay 161, cents a pound for 
their raw material, and their profit 
ranged from 81g to 211, cents a 
pound, according .to the size and 
thickness of the sheets. Their prices have 
been extortionate, for the cost of rolling is 
said to be less than 2 cents a pound, and 
the difference between the price of ingots 
and the price of sheets in England, where 
the price of sheets has been fixed by com- 
petition, is very small. The ruin of the 
Syndicate increases their gains. This 
Sheet Copper Ring depends upor the tariff 
for its existence, and is enabled by it to 
compel the payment of the very high prices 
already mentioned. A duty of 35 per cent. 
on copper in sheets and bolts rolled abroad 
excludes foreign competition, and thus 
permits the combined manufacturers here 
at home to rob the people who gave them 
protection. 











DEMOCRATS AGAINST BALLOT RE- 
* FORM. 

The Saxton Ballot-Reform bill was passed 
by the Assembly yesterday by a vote of 74 
to 44. Every affirmative vote was cast by 
a Republican and every negative vote by a 
Democrat, and there were five members on 
each side who were absent or not voting. 
Notwithstanding the professions of Mr. 
SHEEHAN, the principal speaker for the op- 
position, this vote puts the Democrats of 
the Assembly squarely on record as opposed 
to ballot reform. They could not have done 
a werse thing for their party in this State 
than to make up such a record. Their ef- 
forts against the measure were confined to 
the proposition of Mr. GREENE to load it 
down with a general registry law and the 
motion of Mr. SHEEHAN to. substitute 
the sham ‘“Eiectoral-Reform” bill in- 
troduced by himself in the Assembly and 
by Mr. LINson in the Senate. The argu- 
ments against the Saxton bill were hardly 
deserving of the name. A specimen is Mr. 
SHEEHAN’S declaration that he did not 
want an Australian or an English law, but 
an American law, as if the origin or first 
application of any principle er method had 
anything to do with its merits. Why does 
not Mr. SHEEHAN propose'te do away with 
the common law or the criminal code, be- 
cause they are derived from English juris- 
prudence? One luminous member said 
that” the bill was in the interest of the 
Republican Party, but made no effort to 
show in what way it would benefit one 
party more than another. The only in- 
ference that we can draw from his state- 
ment is that the Democrats make more use 
of the evil practices which the bill is 
intended to prevent than their opponents, 
and that they contrive in some way to gain 
by them. If this is what he meant to imply, 
we do not think his statement is true. 

The chief objection urged against the 
bill wasthat it provides for the exclusive 
use of official ballots, but nething having 
the semblance of a seund argument was 
made against that provision. This also cen- 
stitutes the most important difference be- 
tween the Saxton bill and the Linson- 
Sheehan bill, though the latter is faulty 
in many of its details. The fact that 
the opposition was directed mainhy- against 
this feature of the measure is what justifies 
the statement that the Democrats put them- 
selves on record against ballot reform, for 
that is absolutely essential to any effective 
legislation on the subject. Their opposition 
to this principle can only be explained in 
one of two ways. Either they recognized 
it asthe basis of the whole plan, and op- 
posed it for the purpose ef defeating legis- 
latien altogether, or else they desired to 
-have the law put in such form that its pur- 
pose could be defeated and the abuses at 
which it is aimed could be continued in 
spite of it. 

One of the leading objects in requiring 
that only official ballots shall be used is to

de away with all pretext forassessing-candi- 
dates for the expense of printing and dis- 
tributing ballots, Another is to enable the 
voter to receive, prepare, and cast his bal- 
lot under such conditions as to secure abso- 
lute secrecy, and thereby prevent intimida- 
tion, coercion, or bribery. If the voter 
enters a polling place without any ballot, 
receives one from a sworn official so marked 
or stamped as to be identified as official, re- 
tires to a compartment alone and prepares 
it for veting, casts it before leaving the 
place, and is allowed to take no ballot away 
with him, his protection is complete, and’ 
no one can have evidence that he has voted 
according to any previous understanding. 
While this might not do away entirely with 
“voting under the influence of threats or 
promises, it weuld certainly lessen it very 
much. 

The Linson bill provides for both official 


public expense of printing and distribution 
-the present expense now borne by party or- 
ganizations and met by assessments upon 
candidates. It would defeat the purpose 
of removing the excuse for such assess-. 
ments, and would still leave nominations 
a subject of bargain and sale. Any or 
every voter could take into the polling 
place one or more sets of unofficial ballots 
already prepared for him. If he did so, the 
retiring alone to a compartment and all 
the rest of the formality prescribed would 
be rendered useless. It would be easy 
to evade the safeguard of Be- 
crecy and get assurance that votes 
were cast in accordance with pre— 
vious agreement. Unless this is to be pre- 
vented the main object is defeated. It is 
not only the individual voter who needs 
protection but the suffrages of the com- 
munity. Itis the right of voters who can- 
net be intimidated or corrupted that their 
votes shall not be neutralized or overbal- 
anced by the corruption or intimidation of 
others. Any man or any party that op- 
poses the exclusive official ballot stands 
against the very essence and substance of 
the reform, without which it would be an 
ineffectual sham. That is the position 
which forty-four Democratic Assemblymen 
took yesterday under the virtual dictation 
of their party’s evil genius, Davip B. HI. 


THE QUESTION OF A SECOND TERM. 


The indications that Mr. HARRISON is dis- 
tributing the offices with possible reference 
to a ‘‘machine” of his own have called out 
some comment upon the question, which 
““we have always with us,’ as to the limi- 
tation of a President’s eligibility to one 
term. It has been said, with a certain 
plausibility, that the only remedy for the 
use of the patronage of the President’s of- 
fice to secure the incumbent a second term 
is to forbid his re-election. There is noth- 
ing very new to be said in regard to the 
nuisance to which the American people are 
subjected by the plotting of their Presi- 
dents now and again to retain the honor 
they have once enjoyed. It is a perfectly 
familiar evil, and has had only too many 
demonstrations within the memory of the 
present generation. To go nofurther back 
than Mr. HARRISON’s immediate predecessor, 
it is easy to see that the view taken by Mr. 
CLEVELAND of some of the incidents of his 
Administration might have bees quite dif- 
ferent had it been impossible for him to 
become a candidate for renomination. Mr. 
CLEVELAND was a courageous and consci- 
entious man in large things. There is no 
doubt that he risked very seriously all hope 
of a re-election in compelling the country to 
accept the issue of tariff reform. It was a 
patriotic policy, and one perfectly disinter- 
ested. Butin smaller things, we think, he 
would have acted differently if he had been 
free of all hope of a second term. And 
though it is much too soon to say whether 
Mr. HARRISON be really planning for his 
own future, the fact that he is suspected of 
doing so is very significant. 

Perhaps one of the most fertile sources 
of mischief in this matter is not the 
President’s own schemes so much as the 
scheming of those who, in professing 
to advance his interests, are really plan- 
ning to advance their own. Mr. “‘Tom” 
PuaTT, for instance, is a person to whom 
it would be extremely tempting to get a 
large haul of chestnuts from the fire of 
peltics through encouraging the notion 
that the President, in pulling them 
out, was providing for bimself and not 
for PLATT. Mr. ARTHUR certainly, in his 
time, was in this way made the victim of 
a gang of as unscrupulous politicians as 
ever infested the national capital—men 
who betrayed him when the test came 
without hesitation. Every one familiar 
with the history of the time remembers 
a like chapter in the history of Presi- 
dent GRANT. It is safe to say that the 
machinations of wirepullers, who are 
really working for themselves while pre- 
tending to work for a President, are more 
of an evil than the President’s own plans 
for a second term, In every case, however, 
it has been in the use of the appointing 
power, in the distribution of ‘‘ patronage,” 
that the mischief has been, most apparent. 
There has been no really serious evil in any 
modification of pelicy intended to secure a 
second term—certainly none of late years. 
In the present settled order of administra- 
tion we do not see very much opportunity 
for anything.of this sort. 

But for such evil as there is, is a constitu- 
tional prehibition of a second term a neces- 
sary or a proper remedy? We cannot see 
thatitis. It is not a necessary remedy, be- 
cause the evil can be removed without it. 
If the principle of the Civil Service Reform 
act of 1883 were fully applied, if all the 
subordinate offices, that is to say, all the 
offices not involving a distinct discretion as 
to the policy of the Administration, were 
taken out of politics, the President would 
be deprived of his present power for abuse. 
To take this great mass of offices out of pol- 
itics it is only necessary to require that ap- 

pointments shall be determined by open 
competition, and that removals shall be 
made ‘only fer recorded causes. That can 
be done without meddling with the Con- 
stitution, and will be done whenever the 
public opinion of the country really re- 
quires it. Mach advance has been made 
toward that end, and much is constantly 
going on. It is obviously a far simpler and 
more desirable mode of accomplishing 
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and unofficial ballots, thus adding to the

. the object than a recasting of the Constitu- 
tion. Andasthe remedy of constitutional 
amendment is not necessary we hgve a very 
strong conviction that it is not proper. We 
have a profound antipathy to law-made 
virtue. We de not regard it as worth 
much. If the American people are not able 
to choose their Presidents wisely and prop- 
erly without restriction we are afraid that 
no amount of restriction would help them 
much. If a great nation cannot resist 
being debauched by the office-giving of 
their Chief Executive their virtue is 
of the sort that is anxious 
“the ravishing to begin.” Moreover, 
jit is humiliating that this people 
‘should declare by solemn provision of 
fundamental law that, after a century of 
freedom, in which they have overcome 
| difficulties.unequaled in the history of any 
nation, they are obliged to set up an ar- 
bitrary, an artificial barrier against the 
abuse of power by their own elected chief 
of the Government. We cannot think with 
any patience of. the American people pro- 
claiming their need of such restraints as 
Mexico has felt forced to adopt, and has, 
we may add, found quite ineffectual. We 
are quite willing to trust the people to 
destroy or restrict the nuisanceof patron- 
age without imposing any limitation upon 
the freedom of their elections. 
—r — —— 
MR. OROKERS APPOINTMENT. 

The more astute politicians will agree 
that Mr. CROKER’s acceptance of the office 
of City Chamberlain must injure his stand- 
ing asa “boss.” The function of a party 
**boss” is that of a guide and provider. He 
must shape the policy and choose the can- 
didates of his party or his faction and direct 
its suffrages; and as a reward for the obedi- 
ence of his followers he must see to it 
that large numbers of them get places 
at the public crib. But in taking for 
himself the best place at thecrib he ex-. 
poses himself to the damaging criticism of 
selfishness, and selfishness is a vice that 
begets: hates and dissensions, just as cen- 
spicuous good fortune begets envy. Now. a 
** boss” who is at once hated and envied is 
in danger of overthrow. 

JOHN KELLY weakened his authority in 
Tammany by accepting the Controllership, 
and if we are not mistaken Mr. CROKER’S 
will undergo some diminution through his 
holding of the office of Chamberlain. The 
average Tammany man looks upon it as 
simply the most ‘‘elegant” office in the City 
Government, because the “‘ pay” is the best. 
The salary is $25,000 a year, to which must 
be added $7,000 or $8,000 more in fees for 
the management of trust funds put into the 
Chamberlain’s hands by order of the court. 
But the expenses of the office to be 
paid by the Chamberlain himself amount 
to some $16,000 annually, leaving not 
far from $17,000 as the net emolument. 
We have the competent testimony of Mr. 
HEWITT, 28 Mayor and man of business, 
that this is not too much for the character 
of the service rendered. 

Mr. RICHARD CROKER, beyond question, 
will conduct the business of the office with 
scrupulous honesty, but beyond that he has 
no special fitness for it, either by experience 
or attainments. Certainly he cannot be com- 
pared with his predecessor, Mr. Ivins, in 
respect to the value of his contribution to 
the good government of the city as Cham- 
berlain, member of the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, and in the council of the Mayor. 

Mr. Ivins hasan extraordinary mastery of 
the details of municipal affairs, a penetrat- 
ing and suggestive mind, breadth of ideas, 
and lucidity in presenting them—qualities 
which have made him a public servant of 
quite exceptiortal value. Mr. CROKER has 
none of these larger qualities, but he will 
probably serve the city acceptably in his 
new office, though the “boss” of such an 
organization as Tammany Hall is not quite 
the persen for the place. 











THE WRONG PLACE. 


For some weeks Mr. JOHN SHERMAN, Sen- 
ator from Ohio, has been urging the Presi- 
dent to nominate RICHARD C. PARSONS to 
be Controller of the Currency, and it is un- 
derstood that to the Senator’s appeals in 
behalf of this person-have been added those 
of Secretary WiNDOM. Some curious mis- 
takes have been made by office seekers and 
their influential friends since the recent 
election, and thisisoneofthem: The Pres- 
ident has been pressed to place men in of- 
fices for the duties of whioh they have had 
no training, while there are certain other 
offices soon to become vacant concerning 
the work of which the same candidates 
have had some knowledge, creditable or 
otherwise. There have been many at- 
tempts to put.men in the wrong places. 

For example, more than a hundred mem- 
bers of Congress have asked Mr. HARRISON 
to put at the headof a bureau in the In- 
terior Department a man who, the Cincin- 
cinnati Commercial Gazette says, barely 
escaped expulsion from the House when 
Mr. BLAINE was Speaker, and was after- 
ward, by an investigation made at the 
order of the House, ‘“‘ shown to have ac- 
quired an absolutely fraudulent claim for a 
large amount through the Treasury De- 
partment, for which this department sent 
his case before the Criminal Court of the 
District for prosecution.” Now, this man 
is much better qualitied for the office of 
Examiner of Claims in the State Depart- 
ment under Mr. BLAINE than for any place 
in the Department of the Interior, and if 
he had preferred that office he might have 
obtained it. There are other offices the 
duties of wht«h relate to claims, but we 
presume that-tis man and his friends 
‘will still persist in asking that he shall 
have a place in which his peculiar abilities 
could not be exercised. 

As for Parsons, we do not understand 
why Senator SHERMAN has not asked the 
President to make him Commissioner of 
Railroads or Commissioner of the General 
Land Office. There is abundant evidence 
that the most noterious and successful use 
of his talents has been made in connection 
with legislation affecting the public lands 
and the grants of such lands to railroad 
companies. It may be said that he has 
shown great familiarity with the distribu- 
tion of railroad bonds, and that for this 
reason he should be employed in an office 
the duties of which relate to the currency 
and to securities, but this is not a good plea, 
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| While he has not been wholly —— of 


bends and the skillful distribution of them, 
it is in connection with railroad land-grant 
legislation that he has acquired a reputa- 
tion, and either of the two effices above 


mentioned would not only offer him oppor-. 


tunities for new exploits, but also recall to 
his mind, day after day, his achievements 
in the past, 

We need not direct the attention of Mr. 
SHERMAN and Mr. Winpom to the proof 
that they are in danger of misplacing Par-: 
SONS. They are familiar with his career.: 


They know the curious and very interest-. 


ing history of the Texas Pacific incorpora- 
tion act and of the bonds issued upon the! 
lands granted in the twenty-second sectien 
of that act—bonds that were redeemed only 
after many years of weary waiting, and 
then at 20 cents on the dollar. They have 
read the testimony in Senate Executive 
Document No. 27, Ferty-eighth Congress,. 
First Session. They have seen a copy of 
NEWELL’s diary. They are not ignorant 
of the changing fortunes of the ‘‘ Back- 
bone” grant and the bargain by which it 
became possible for certain statesmen to 
realize upon an investment after delay 
that had made the heart sick. And yet 
they ask that Parsons shall be made Con- 
troller of the Currency. There is still time 
for reconsideration, and it is possible that 
they will see how fitting it weuld be that 
Parsons should become Commissioner of 
Railroads in an Administration whose most 
prominent figure is JaMES G. BLAINE. 








THE ELEVATED ROADS AND THE 
PARKS. 

The impudence of the managers of the 
elevated railway system affords matter for 
continual interest and astonishment to the 
people of New-York. Their persistent 
attempts to confiscate the Battery Park in 
spite of the rejection of their demands by 
every authorized organ of public opinion 
indicate that they do not mean to stop at 
trifles. It is, of course, characteristic of 
corporations, which are, by the nature of 
the case, much more shameless than the 
individuals who compose them, that when 
an inch is given to them they will strive 
after anell. The roads were builtin order 
to meet a very urgent demand for rapid 
transit, and the use of the public streets 
was voted to their projectors as an encour- 
agement to provide what it was feared 
could not be provided otherwise. The con- 
sequences have followed that were to be 
expected. The corporation has absolutely 
destroyed some streets as regards their use 
in supplying light and air to the lower 
stories of the houses that border them. 
They have built stations outside of their 
structure, and they use some miles of the 
public streets as places of storage for cars 
out of use, which they should be compelled 
to store at their own expense. Although 
the return on the aetual investment is so 
great that they have resorted to several 
falsifications of that investment to conceal 
it, they have resisted in a Spirit of defiance 
every effort to make them pay for the dam- 
ages they have inflicted. In order te force 
every property holder whom they injure to 
fight them single-handed, they have in- 
voked a criminal proceeding to prevent 
property holders from associating against 
them. Moreover, it is not rapid transit that 
they provide, er any approximation to it 
that is now tolerable. It has become clear, 
indeed, that such a transit cannot be at- 
tained under their system. , 

Evidently it would not be possible for a 
corporation, deriving all its gains froma 
franchise conferred upon it by the city, to 
deserve less consideration frem the city 
than this corporation. Its proposal is that 
it should be allowed not merely to traverse 
Battery Park but to occupy enough ef the 
surface of that pleasure ground for a 
“‘leop.” The Battery is the most fortu- 
nately situated of all of our parks in re- 
spect of the prospect it commands, and it is 
also, during the Summer, one of the most 
used. It answers the needs of the same class 
of the population for the benefit of which 
new parks have lately been acquired in the 
lower part of the city. The only drawback 
to its public usefulness is the disfigurement 
and nuisance already caused by the struct- 
ure of the elevated road. In these circum- 
stances itis simply monstrous that the corpo- + 
ration should demand that while the city 
is buying land for new down-town parks it 
should transfer to the road a considerable 
part of the most useful and picturesque of 
the down-town parks already in existence 
tosave the corporation the expense of ac- 
quiring land fer this purpose on its own 
account. 

Mayor GRANT has accurately represented 
the opinion of his constituents'in this 
matter. A person engaged in ‘‘the Alder- 
manic business” who appeared before him 
on Monday to advocate the claims of Mr. 
Goutp and Mr. SAGE to so much of the 
earth as they might desire received a 
deserved and emphatic snubbing. It woulé 
be well if the Mayor did not content him- 
self with resisting further encroachments 
on the part of the corporation, but took 
steps to oust it from the privileges it 
already enjoys in the Battery, to its deface- 
ment and injury for the purposes of popular: 
resort. These privileges it holds under a 
revocable license, which has apparently 
led its managers to believe that they haye 
only to ask for what they want among the 
possessions of the city. There is no more 
reason why they should be allowed to con- 
struct a “loop” in the Battery than in 
Central Park, and, indeed, no more reason 
why their structure should be permitted at 
all in the one park than in the other. If 
the Mayor moves to procure the revocation 
of the license he will be supported by a 
unanimous public opinien. 


The Rapid Transit bill occupied the at- 
tention of the Senate yesterday to the ex- 
clusion of everything else. It was ordered 
to a third reading without change and 
made a special order for next Tuesday, 
when it will be put on its final passage. 
There was something inexplicable both in 
the advocacy of the measure and in the op- 
position. It ought to be considered with 
sole reference to rapid transit and the safest 
and most effectual means of enabling the 
city to secure it, and not with reference to 
any special scheme or interest whatsoever.

UPROAR OVER THE BOULAN-: 
GER TRIAL PROCEDURE. 

MEMBERS USING ABUSIVE EPITHET&— 
THE INDICTMENT OF THE GENERAL— 
A WARNING FROM BELGIUM. 

Parr, April 9.—The Chamber of Deputies to- 
flay discussed the bill prescribing the modo ef 
procedure to be. followed by the Senate when 
sitting as a court for the trial of Gen. Boulan- 
ger. M. Delafosse denounced the measure as & 
moekery of justice and an insult to the public 
ronscience, He declared thatthe Senate, being a 
politieal body, could not act impartially in the 
dase. 

This assertion caused a great uproar. Mem- 
bers exchanged abusive epithets, and the scene 
was one of wild disorder. The President of the 
Chamber repeatedly called the House to order 
and urged the members to observe moderation 
in the discussion. When M. Delafosse was 
allowed to continue he said that law and de- 
cenoy required that Gen. Boulanger be tried at 
the Agsizes. Otherwise the trial would be an 
outrage on justice and a disgrace to the Senate. 
Fhese remaris caused a renewal of the uproar. 
The members of the Left made ne attempt to 
reply to M. Delafosse, but immediately moved 
bo apply the closure rule. The metion was car- 
pied by a voteof 253 to 242, A motion was 
then made to begin the diseussion of the bill by 
plauses. This was also carried—321 to 222. 

The Chamber rejected all amendments sug- 

sted by members of the Right. A proposal 

y M. Ribot that a majerity of seven-twelfths 
of the Senate be necessary to make valid any 
sentence pronounced upon Gen. Boulanger was 
also defeated. The bill was adopted by a vote 
of 318 to 205. 

The indictment against Gen. Beulanger, be- 
sides charging him with conspiring to destrey 
the repuvlis, is specially directed against Ceunt 
Dillon, M. Laguerre, member of the Chamber of 


Deputies, MM. Rochefort and Dubarail, and 
two Journalists of Paris. - 

BRUSSELS, April 9.—The Belgian Government 
has informally warned Gen. Boulanger to ab- 
stain from political agitation, which the Gor- 
ernment will not tolerate.

MICHEL .EUGENE (1 
Michel Eugédne Chevreul, 
guished French chemist, 1s dead. 

Tne death of M. Chevreul’s seventy-year-old 
son so short a time before that of his one hun- 
dred and two-year-old parent, recalls the tale 
of the Yorkshire ectogenarian who was found 
crying bitterly because his father had chastised 
him for playing a trick upon his grandfather. 
It is certainly hard to realize that the man who 
has just passed away was bern before the out- 
break of the French Revolution, studied at 
Angers with the young Wellington and Napo- 
leen, came up to Paris to push his fortunes a 
year before the latter became Emperor, studied 
quietly in the laboratory ef the famous Vauque- 
lin (whom he afterward succeeded) whiie the 


thrones of Europe were falling like card 
houses, and lived to see France twice an em- 
pire, twice a monarchy, and thrice a republic. 

Such lengevity is indeed not unparalleled, for 
in the country of the Don Cossacks, in 1869, 

here was an oid soldier who remembereu 
Catherine IL’s coronation in 1763. But it its 
not every day that one sees a centenarian eapa- 
ble of pursuing scientific studies up to the very 
day of his death, and answering a lady’s com- 

liments by saying, ‘‘Ah, Madame, I am «row- 
ng old; what would I not give to feel once 
more the elasticity of 80!” And eur astonish- 
ment rises still higher when we look back upon 
the herculean labors which this one man ac- 
compliszed. Born at Angers in 1786, he had 
become a teacher of chemistry at the Paris 
Museum in his twenty-feurth year, and three 
years later he was already a distinguished 
professor of science at the ‘“*Lyeée Charle- 
magne.” Through the successive grades of 
chemical director of the Gobelins carpet factory 
(1824) and member of the Academy ef Science 
(1826) he rose to be the suecessor of his old 
master, Vauquelin, in the Museum of Natural 
History in 1830. 

Nor was his literary activity during this. 
period less amazing than his energy in soientitio 
research. Among a list of published works 
which would of themselves make an ample 
catalogue, it is nevessary only to mention his 

rofound and comprehensive work on * Animal 

ils,” which did so much for various brapches 
of French industry that the Seciété d'En- 
couragement pour |’Industrie Nationale subse- 
quently awarded him a prize of 12,000r., 
($2,400.) In 1864 he was made directer of the 
museum, a post which he held for 10 years, 
resigning it at last for reasons as honorabie to 
his charaeter as the unquestioned ability which 
he had shown 1n discharging its duties. 

During the siege of Paris in 1870-71 the 
brave old scientist was in the thick of the peril 
and nobly sustained in war the reputation that 
be had won in peace. The Freneh painters who 
are so foud of depicting the theatrieal feats of 
the first Napoleon might find a far better study 
in the figure of this white-haired old hero of 84, 
who, while the wails of the museum were crash- 
ing around him beneath the strokes of the Ger- 
man bombsbelis and Men who might have been 
his grandsens were flying wildly to any shelter 
which they could find, stood calmly at his post 
and toiled unaided, with trembling hands but 
with a heart as firm as a rook, to save his cher- 
ished specimens from destruction. ⸗ 

It is pleasant to think that the gallant old 
Man survived these stormy days to live through 
many happy years of quiet usefulness and suc- 
cessiul sindy, cheered by the society of con- 
genial friends, and leaded with all the honors 
that public gratitude and private enthusiasm 
could bestow. To the very last the overtiowing 
Vitality which was bis most striking character- 
istic made itself wondertully manifest, “It 
seemed,” remarked one ef his'most intimate 
friends emphatically, ‘‘as if he could never 
die.” Not only did his memory and brain 
power remain unimpaired almost to the 
very end, but his interest in passing events 
and public questiops was as keen 48 ever. 
He followed closely all the topics of 
the day and discussed them with all the 
fire and energy of a young manof 21. This was 
doubtless owihg in no small degree to a habit- 
ual temperance, almost unique in a man of his 
gastronomic race. He was neither a drinker 
nor & smoker, and even in eating he scrupu- 
lously avoldea the excesses of the epicures 
ameng whom he lived, saying jokingly that ‘‘a 
chemist knows too much about food to eat very 
freely of 1t.” In fact, his bodily and mental 
condition was such that when he completed his 
one-hundredth year his friends might well have 
echoed the words of an American doctorio au 
old lady whorecovered from a dangerous iliness 
at 98: “Ah, madam, I guess you've willfully 
thrown away the last chance of dying that Prov- 
idenee wil] ever vouehsafe you in this world.”

Dr. von Btilow was heard yestereay after- 
noon at the Broadway Theatre in a miscel- 
laneous programme ef piano music which he 
had net before played in this city in the course 
ef his present visit. His recital was attended 
by a very large and enthusiastie audience, 
which was treated to a notable exhibition of the 
best kind of piano playing. 

The programme was as follows: Mozart’s 
fantasia and fugue in C minor; Johannes 
Brahms’s first grand sonata, opus 1, C major; 
Mendelssohn's prelude in B minor and varia- 
tions in E flat, opus 82; Moscheles’s caprice, 
“La L eagerezza,” opus 51; Rubinstein’s bar- 


carole, No. 4, G major, and grand valse in A flat 
from ‘Le Bal;" Chopin’s last nocturne, opus 
62, Ne, 2, E major; impromptu in F sharp, opus 
86, and scoherze, No. 3, opus 39, C sharp minor, 
and Liszt's “In the Woods,” ‘“Warce of 
Gnomes,” and Hungarian rhapsody Ne, 8. 

It would be difficult to rival this programme 
in variety or in its domands on the taste, feel- 
ing, and technical powers of the player. To 
say that Dr. von Biilow was equal to the task is 
to say only what all lovers of music know must 
have been the case. 

The Mozart composition was treated with 
wonderful clearness, the voice parts being 
brought’out with notable distinctness. The 
Brahms sonata is difficult music, not only to 
play, but to receive. In Dr. von Biilow’s hands 
it becomes almost lucid, and it is certaimiy full 
of virility and of latent warmth, which the 
doctor brings out magnificently. 

It was in the Chopin selections, however, that 
the great planist was heard at his best. Dr. 
von Biilow is probably the finest Chopin player 
in the world. Certainly nothing could be ‘more 
beautiful than his performance of the last noo- 
turne and the berceuse, which he gave in re- 
sponse to long reealls at the ena of the recital. 
The wistful melancholy, the unsatistiea leng- 
ing, the deep introspection of the eften miscon- 
strued plano péet were revealed with the uner- 
ring touch of a master. 4 

Poor Chopin! False to “himself, posing asa 
singer of chansons in the salons of society, and 
pouring out the everwhelming dissatisfaction 
of his heart in his imperishable tone-poems, 
misunderstood by his eontemporaries—save 
Schumann—read down by generations of pian- 
ists to a shallow level of polite sentimentoalisin, 
if he cowld but hear himself properly tranelatea 
to the world by Dr. von Biilew as one of the 
great spirits ofa great art, it might perhaps 
give him as much happivess as it does those 
who love his works. The doctor does not trifle 
with Chopin, ne does not loiter on the surface; 
but, with a reverent mind, he goes down into 
the very depths of the music and shows us the 
treasures which are so commonly left un- 
touched. Dr. von Biilow’s matchless perform- 
anees ef the works of Beethoven and Chopin, 
the two firat composers of piano musie, alone 
Stamp him as facile princeps among musical 
ex positors. 

he pianist showed his accomplishments as 
a technician — ————— in such pieces as“ La 
Leggeerezza” and the Liszt numbera.

Michigan Legislature designed to abolish ticket 
brokerage and limit the sale of railway tickets 
to the authorized agents of the owners of rail- 
roads. In speaking of what it is desired to ac- 
complish by the proposed law, President Led- 
yard of the Michigan Central to-day spoke at 
length of the evils now connected with ticket 
scalping. 

“There is,” he said, “no cause more fruitful 
of dishonesty among railroad employes than 
the facilities offered by the offices of ticket 
scalpers. The ocenductors on taking up tickets 
from passengers are required te puneh them in 
order to show that the tickets are no longer in 
use for transportation. But they can fail te 
punch them, and then they can sell them to 
s8ealpers, i 

“On the part of the sleeping car employes 
the same trouble obtains. I have discharged a 
large number of men for this species of dishon- 
esty. Another source of manipuiation is the 
1,000-mile tickets. Fora limited rate of fare 
the purchaser agrees to use the ticket withiu a 
limited time. The ticket is made non-transfer- 
able, the purchaser signing the contract. There 
are cases where such tickets have been sold to 
scalpers when partially used, and then, with 
the names changed, have been presented for 
passage. In Chicago;there is $30,000 worth of 
mileage tickets in the hands of acalpers to-day. 

“We have had tickets sold by brokers pre- 
sented for passage which were counterfeited 
eutirely, purporting to be iasue@ad by some 
Western road and bearing what'purported to be 
the signature of the General Passenger Agent 
of tne road. When we reported baek the 
coupons taken up we were advised that not 
ene of them was issued by the company.” 


THE HOUSATONIC’S CONTEST. 

HARTFORD, April 9.—The railroad men have 
been here in force this afternoon, and the belief 
at the Capitel is that the Heusatonic Road has 
won its fight in the committee, which will re- 
port this week in favor of the charter amend- 
ments asked for by the company, eliminating 
the ten-mile branch restriction and in favor of 
the increase ef capital stock. 

Itis no secret that $6,000,000 of New-York 
Capital will be ready June 15 for the use of the 
Housatenic system. Real estate experts have 
been employed to examine tities tor right of 
way aleng the braneh lines. The attacks upon 
the company’s management have proved futile, 
and there is not a doubt concerniag the final 
result in the House. This outcome is heralded 
as @ great victory for the Housatonic.. It does 
not by any means give the cempany al! it 
wants, but it astonishes people who believed 
the committee to be against the petition and 
the resolution for increase of stock. It may be 
also said to astonish the Consolidated lobby. 
The Consolidated Road managers, however, do 
not seem to be affected seriously. They rely 
upon a vote in the Senate, it is understood, to 
reject the report, if the rejection be thought 
necessary. Butitis not at all certain that the 
Senate will vote this year, as it has been accus- 
tomed to in years past, for the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Road.

GEN. INGALLS DEFENDS 


AGAINST HIS ENEMIES. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, April 9,—The death of 
Mrs. Holladay, widow of Millionaire Ben Holla- 
day of pony express and overland route fame, 
instead of settling the litigation over Ben’s will, 
has ehanged seme of its aspects. A press dis- 
patch to a San Francisco paper intimates that 
Gen. Rufus Ingalls, one of the most respected 
of United States Army officers on the retired 
list, had been living off Mrs. Holladay’s allow- 
ance of: $300 per month. To,an Oregonian 
reporter to-day, Gen. Ingalls, with much 
dignity of manner said: 

“To begin at the beginning, it is 45 years 
ago that Ben Holladay and I became in- 
timate friends. I was near him when he mar- 
ried his first wife, and I was as fond of his chil- 
dren by this early marriage as I amof Linda 
and Ben, who are now not permitted to see me. 
Iwas Ben Holladay’s guest at his homein 
Missouri, Washington, and in this city. I lived 


,here with him part of the years 1883, 1884, 


and 1885, while he was having the 
contest with his brother Joe. Shortly 
before his death I met him in Washington City 
and he urged me to aecompany him to Portland 
and help bim to disentangle his affairs, but at 
that time my business engagements would not 

rmit me to leave New-York. However, when 

r. Holladay died in 1887, Mrs. Holladay being 
cognizant of the love { bore for her husband, 
telegraghed me to come out. I arrived here on 
the 8th of August, 1887, and no sooner had 
I reached this city than I[ discovered 
that there was a conspiracy afloat to 
declare her invompetent to manage her affairs 
It was the intemtion en the part of the con- 
spiratorg to have a guardian appointed for her 
children. In relation to this matter I saw 
Senator Mitchell, who agreed to attend to Mrs, 
Holladay’s business, and at her request he 
drew up @ power of attorney giving me au- 
thority to act as her agent in all particulars. 
That had the effect of augmenting all the 
enmity on the other side. However, after 
leoking into her business affairs, [ learned 
That $300 per month failed to pay her four or 
tive servants, &c., and left her in debt. I took 
charge of her accounts and managed to get a 
little order out of the chaotic state of airs. 
Instead of living off her income, I am $1,500 
out of pocket and have lost 18 months’ time 
— here performing tne duty of an honorabie 

end. . 

“What I have done is merely what an honor- 
able living friend sheuld do for the memory of 
a@ departed one. I take much pride in having 
periormed my — prompted by nothing but 
purest motives. Yes, Sir, I shall assume the 
pesition of the children’s guardian if the court 
Will be guided by the provisions of the will. 
There is no truth in the report that Joe Moila- 
day and others who try to villify me expelled 
me from the house on Third-street. I moved 
my beiongings to the hotel before Mrs. Holladay 
died, but the mement the poor woman’s breath 
left her those who had for se long while been 
forbidden the house entered it and teok pos- 
session of the premises.” 

The General spoke in the most bitter terms of 
Joe Holladay and his ‘satellite,’ George 
Weildleer, denouncing their action as brutal and 
well-nigh barbarous while taking possession of 
the house after Mrs. Holiaday’s death. ‘he 
most respected citizens of the city sympathize 
with Gen. Ingalls. 

The petition of Mrs. Harriet B. Campbell, 
Mrs. Holladay’s mother, to be appointed 
guardian of Linda and Ben, will remain in 
statue quo for the present.

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KRULISCH IS ACQUITTED 


A JURY DECLARES THAT HE 
DID NOT KILL WECHSUNG. 
THE DRUG STORE MURDER STILL AN 
UNSOLVED'MYSTERY—POINTS IN THE 

JUDGE'S CHARGE, 

William Kruliech was declared not guilty 
of the murder of Guenther. Weohsung, drug 
elerk for Otto Doepfner of 937 Third-avenue, 
by the jury in Judge Gilderasleeve’s court in 
General Sessions at 9:30 last night. This end- 
ing to this most puzzling and remarkable case 
leaves the mystery of Wechsung’s death un- 
solved. 

Wechsung was found in the rear room of the 
drug store on the morning of Maroh 7 with his 
head cutin several places with an axe and 
his hand mutilated. He died later in the 
day. Krulisch, aged about 17, who was 
in Deepfner’s employ, was arrested for the 
crime, The case bas been on trial since Monday, 
April 1. It was given to the jury at4:25 yes- 
terday afternoon. With the exception of a reat 
for dinner the jurors aisoussed it for four and 
three-quarter hours. It was an intensely inter- 
ested crowd that waited for the verdiot. The 
case seemed to have a peculiar fasvination for 
many of the spectators who evidently had 
formed their own theories as to the real crim- 
inal. 

There was close attention paid to the proceed- 
ings when the jurors filed into the court room in 
the evening and Clerk Moser called their names. 





For the first time Krulisch showed how intense | 


was the strain that was on him. Foreman 
Jobn Green said “Not guilty!” There was an 
outbreak of applause and Capt. Curry silenced 
it as quickly as possible. A rush was made for 
the acquitted boy. His brother and another: 
relative kissed him. They were both crying. 
The prisoner began to cry and show the first 
real emotion since his arrest. 

Assistant District Attorney Jerome shook - 
hends with the jurors and said: “I thank you 
for that verdict from the bottom of my heart. 
Upen my honor, ido. It was a righteous ver- 
dict on the evidence.” Mr. Jerome had cen- 
ducted. the prosecution. 

Krulisch was promptly discharged. Judge: 
Gildersieeve thanked the jurors for their serv- 
lces.. Lawyer McLaughlin, whe was associated 
with Mr. Purdy, thanked them in behalf of the 
boy. Krulisch then had a busy time of it shak- 
ing hands until he got eut of the building. All 
the time the jury was deliberating on his fate 
he was reading in the prisoners’ oven. 
He did not appear a bit worrted.: 
He had a pretty close call. On the first ballot 
six jurors voted for conviction, five for acquit- 
tal, and one did not vote. The jurors seemed 
convinced that the boy bought the hatchet, but, 
the doubt was 80 reasonable as to the commit- 
tal of the erime that they ali finally voted to 
acquit. 

During the day Inspector Byrnes went on the 
stand and testified in denial of what Krulisch 
had said as te their interview. The Inspector 
said that he had simply asked the boy what his 
father worked at and where he lived. Emma 
Paulweg. who works in Loster’s bakery on 
Tnhird-avenue, where the defendant said he went 
for the rolls but they were all out, said there 
were roljs there at the time mentioned.  Sne did 
not know Krulisch, ana did not know whether 
he had been in the store that morning or not. 
Dr. Doepfner testified that he Knew no such 
person as Dr.O’ Rourke, mentioned by Krulisch. 

Lawyer A. H. Purdy summed up for the de- 
fense with vigor. He claimed that no ease had 
been made.out against the boy. He dissected 
the circumstantial evidence briefly. Assistant 
District Attorney Jerome, in summing up for 
the people, seemed very much affected voy the 
responsibility that rested upon him. There 
were tears in his eyes more than ence during 
his plea for a conviction. 

He said that it was the most aifficult position 
he had ever been in in his life. 

Judge Gildersleeve’s charge was regarded by 
most of the hearers as being unfavorable to 
the boy. After reviewing the crime and read- 
ing the law on murder and manslaughter he 
went on to say that if the jury found that the 
collateral faets were consistent with the de- 
fendant’s innocence they were veund to accept 
his explanation. Where there is absence of 
motive, as there seemed to be in this case, the 
eircumstantial evidence shouald be ali the 
stronger. A reasonable doubt must have 
foundation in common sense. 

“Did the defendant buy the hatchet?” said 
the Judge. ‘“Isthere any chance for the two 
menin the hardware store to be mistaken ? 
Bear in mind their intelligence and appvwar- 
ances, It does not appear in evidence that there 
Was any motive for them to tell anything but 
the truth. Canthey be mistaken? It is true 
that the detectives might have managed the 
identification more discreetly. As to the false- 
hoods the boy told, they are of grave signifi- 
eance, not only as to the denial of the killing, if 
that was @ falsehood, but as to the buying of 
the hatchet. If he bought the hatchet, hew can 
you reasonably conclude that he did not use it?” 

Judge Gildereleeve said that it was pretty 
Well established that the crime was committed 
between 7 and 7:20 that morning. There were 
but five minutes when any one could have gone 
in and committed the erime. 

“Can all these things have happened and the 
bey be innocent?’ said he. ‘ What will you say 
ofthe knowledge of the premises and of the 
habits of the deceased? Wechsung was in a 
back room where a stranger or tramp would 
not be likely to see him. If you are satisfied of 
the defendant’s guilt you can also be satisfied 
that no one else was connected with the crime.” 

The queation that every body interested in the 
case is now asking is ‘* Who did kill Weehsung ?”

GOULDS MAN OABLIN. 


THE ALBERMAN’S PLAN TO GIVE ELE- 
VATED ROADS EVERYTHING. 

A grin illuminated the face of Alderman 

Carlin yesterday when he redeemed his promise 
of Monday to intreduce in the Board of Alder- 
men a resolution in favor of letting Jay Goula 
take another section of the Battery Park and a 
jJarge part of Printing House-square to enlarge 
the terminal facilities of the Manhattan Rall- 
way Company, and to make roofs over the 
streets through which the elevated railroads 
now run. 
Alderman Carlin acted in the interest of the 
people. He always acts in their interest, and 
the inference from what he has done in bis 
brief Aldermanie career is that when he makes 
up his mind they want a public circus he will 
help to provide them with it. By this is meant 
a circus outside the Aldermanic Chamber. The 
entertainment provided there by Alderman 
Carlin and his colleagues can be enjoyed by. 
only a few. 

The resolution presented by Alderman Carlin, 
with its long preambles, had been carefally pre- 
pared by one of Jay Gould’s assistants, who 
can write as much in one sentence as ever Sen- 
ator Evarts talked. The preamble declared 
thatthe elevated railroads had built up New- 
York, and eould build it up further if the people 
of New-York would only sacrifice another part 
of the public property to them. But as it did 
not appear that the people were ready for the 
sacrifice, and as the Board of Aldermen could. 
not sacrifice for them, Alderman Carlin pro- 
posed that the board call upon the Legisiature 
to. confer upon Commissioners power to grant 
to the elevated railroad cempanies privileges 
enabling them “ to develop their system to meet 
the present necessities of the public for addi- 
tional means of transportation.” ‘ : 

When his remarkabie paper had been read the 
Alderman moved that it be referred to the Com- 
raittee on Streets, of which Alderman ‘Soger” 
Flynn is ths Chatrman, with such pubdife spir- 
ited persons as.Aldermen Sullivan, Rinckhoff, 
Rapp, and Morris as his colleagues. Alderman 
Storm objected to the reselution. He thought 
the boarnd had no right to passit. Alderman 
Carlin announced that he did not want to pass 
itatones. He wanted it considered by Alder- 
man Flynn and others when they had gatherea 
the views of the people on it. After a long dis- 





‘oussion as to whether it should go to the Com- 
‘mittee on Streets or the Committees on Lands 


and Parks President Arnold's belief that it 
should go to the latter was overruled. 
Alderman Flynn will censider the matter. 
with the aid of his fellow-committeemen and of 
some points from Alderman Carlin. The two 
are quite chummy, and the latter will probably 
convines Flynn that his First District constit- 
uents ought to permit themselves to be de- 
prived eveu of the whole Battery, if the ele- 
vated railroad could thus be enabled to carry 
up town all the people who want to live where 
Alderman Carlin says houses to rent for almost 
nething are waiting for them. :

By direction of Judge Hilton the goods 
were charged to Mrs. Stewart in the Grand 
Union Hote] account. Mr. Hopking said that 
Mrs, Stewart’s accounts were rendered abeut 
twiee a year. General orders in respect to her 
bills were to sallow her a discount on all pay- 
ments made within 30 days of the time of pur- 
chase, but the courtesy was barely nominal, 
for it was the generul practice not te render 
bills to her untli after the expiration of the 
limit for discounts. 

Richard V. Harnett was called as a real-estate 
expert to testify to the value ef the Stewart 
Building on Jan. 1, 1888.

FRAUD IS CHARGED. 





A SUIT BROUGHT TO ANNUL THE ASSIGN- 
MENT OF DOWNS & FINCH. 

Judge Beach of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, en application of Samuel Untermyer of 
Guggenheimer & Untermyer, counsel for the 
firm of V. Henry Rothschild & Cea, appointed 
Miles M. O’Brien temporary receiver of the firm 
of Downs & Finch, the fancy shirt manufactur- 
ers of 43 and 45 Leonard-street, who assigned 
last Friday to Thomas F. Miller. An order re- 


quiring cause tobe shown why a permanent 
receiver should not be appointed is to be argued 
Tuesday. 

The suit in which the receiver was appointed 
is to have the copartnership existing between 
Victor Henry Rothschild ana Isaac Dreyfus 
and the firm of Downs & Finch dissolved; for an 
accounting, and to have the assignment to Mr. 
Miller declared null and void and fraudulent 
against the plaintiff and all creditors. 

The affidavit accompanying the complaint is 
made by Mr. Dreyfus, and makes serious 
charges. Mr. Dreyfus says that when the 
special partnership was formed, he and Mr. 
Rothschild put in $100,000, and Downs & Finoh 
represented that they had $300,000 assets 
above all liabilities. All the management of 
the business was left to the general partners, 
who, in August of 1887 and of 1888, presented 
statements showing that the firm was on a 
sound financial basis, 

Mr. Dreyfus called on Mr. Downs last Friday 
to learn why an assignment haa been made 
without notification to the special partners. 
Mr. Downs, he says, admitted thas $85,000 of 
the firm's outstanding accounts had been trans- 
ferred to creditors. He further admitted, Mr. 
Dreyfus alleges, that the greater part of the 
eapital represented to exist when the copart- 
nership was fermed was borrowed money, and 
that he and Mr. Finch had withdrawn money in 
contemplation of the insolvency to repay the 
loans. he assets of the firm, Mr. Dreyfus be- 
a are $300,000, and the liabilities $450,- 


The affidavit further alleges that on April 2, 
1889, a check for $10,000 was drawn on the 
Seventh National Bank in favor of Mrs. Downs, 
and that $49,000 was withdrawn from the Cen- 
tral National Bank. Mr. Finch is charged with 
having collected money due the firm at Chicago 
for his own use within the past six weeks, and 
with having transferred real property in this 
city to the wife of his partner, Downs.

THE MAYOR MAKES HIM CITY

HE FILES HIS BOND AND APPOINTS A 

+: DEPUTY—SOMETHING ABOUT THES 
LEADER OF TAMMANY HALL. 

It has been settled at last. Mr. Richard 
Croker has overcome his reluctance to take the 
big prize, and Mayer Grant has appointed him 
City Chamberlain, as the successor of Mr. Will- 
fam M. Ivine, His immediate appointment is 
merely to fillonut the few days of Mr. Ivins’s 
unexpired term. He will bé reappointed on 
May 1 for a full term of four years. 

This appointment was made about noon yes- 
terday, when Leader Croker entered the Mayor’s 
office for the first time since he received from 
Mayor Hewitt in May last an appointment as a 
Fire Commissioner. He was accompanied by 
Mr. W.. Bourke Cockran and Under Sheriff 
Thomas F. Gilroy. His commission had been 
prepared by Secretary Crain. It was handed to 
him, and, having taken the oath of office, he 
soon left the Mayor’s office. He went to the 
City Chamberlain’s office and appointed Mr. 
Ivins’s Deputy, Mr. W. W. Ladd, Jr., to aet for 
him in the same eapacity. 

Later in the day Chamberlain Croker filed a 
bond for $500,000. His sureties are Jonn D. 
Crimmins, $100,000; ex-Justice Jobn MoQuade, 
$100,000; James Everard, $100,000; J. Edward 


Simmons, $100,000; David Dows, $50,000, and 
James N. Platt of the law firm of Platt & Bow- 
ers, $50,000. Each surety justified in deuble 
the amount of his liability on the bond. 

Mr. Croker needs no introduction to the public. 
Since the death of his patron, John Kelly, he 
has been recognized as the leader of the Tam- 
many Hall Democracy. Heisa native of Ire- 
land, born.at a place called Rosscarberry on 
Nov. 24, 1843. His parents brought him to this 
city when he was an infant, and most of his life 
has been spent in the east side Twenty-first 
Ward. Heisamechanic, having learned the 
trade of a machinist and a mechanical engineer 
in his youth. Fire Department and mubicipal 





Olitics attracted him in his early man- 
ood. His’ tirst public position was 
that of engineer of the first steam 


fire engine used in this city. It was in charge 
of Pacific Engine Company, No. 28, of the Volun- 
teer Fire Department. Mr. Croker was a mem- 
ber of the company and was elected its engineer. 
Wirepulling in the company fittea him for ward 
wirepulling, and he soon became a leader in 
the local Tammany organization. In 1867 he 
was elected to the Board of Aldermen. He was 
re-elected in 1869, but served out only five 
months of his second term. He and some other 
Aldermen opposed the passage of the Tweed 
charter, and as a reward were legislated out 
of oftice. 

Mr. Croker joined John Kelly in the reorgan- 
ization of Tammany Hall, and in 1873 was 
elected a Coroner. At the election a year later 
he was a partisan of Abram 8. Hewitt, who was 
running for Congress against James O’Brien. 
He and seme followers met O’Brien and a party 

f his friends in First-avenue. There wasa 

ispute and a pistol shot. A bystander was 
killed by the shot, and Mr. Croker was eharged 
with murder. He was tried and acquitted. In 
1876 he was re-elected a Coroner. He 
rap again in 1879, but 
with all the other Kelly candidates. He 
next sought to get a Police Justiceship, 
but failed. Applying to Mayor Edson in 1883 for 
appointment as a Fire Commissioner, he was 
told that he could have it if he procured a vote 
of confidence from the people of his district. 
He got it by running for Alderman in the 
Eighteenth District and being elected. He did 
not take a seat in the Aldermanic Board. Mayor 
Edson appointed him a Fire Commissioner in 
succession to John J. Gorman, who was put on 
the Police Court bench. Mayor Hewitt reap- 
pointed him for @ full term as a Fire Commis- 
sioner last May. 

The retirement of Mr. Croker from the Fire 
Board makes its entire reorganization prob- 
able. Gen. Fitz John Porter’s term expires on 
May l. There is no likelihood of his reappoint- 
ment, Commissioner Purroy will probably be 
named as nis successor. The unexpired terms 
resigned by him and Mr. Croker will go to other 
Tammanyites. The candidates most talked of 
are John J. Scannell and Edward C. Sheehy. 
Mr, Scannell has long been in the public view, 
but bas never held any other office than that of 
Chairman. of the commission. to appraise the 
land for the Mulberry Bend Park, which he now 
holds. He is the leader of the Tammany 
faction in the Eleventh Assembly District. 
Mr. Sheehy was formerly an Alderman and an 
Assemblyman. He made some money in gin sell- 
ing and increased his fortune by caring for his 
opportunities in politics and by real estate spec- 
ulations. Mr. Scannell has made a fortune in 
horse dealing, 


IMMORALITY OF THE TARIFF. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Mr. J. 8. Moore is unquestionably right 
in charging our high protective tariff with im- 
morality. Allard & Sons are not the only men 
who have been tempted by a 47 per cent. 
premium on dishonesty to engage extensively 
in smuggling. Singularly enough, us it would 
at first appear, there is a strong protectionist 
element among our importers instead of what 
should be a natural desire for low duties in 


order to increase their trade. But a little re- 
flection will explain this apparent anomaly. 
The tirm above referred to have, until found 
out, been making a great deal more money than 
they could have done had all the articlesin 
their line been entirely untaxed, orif they had 
been so moderately texed that there would 
have been no temptation to evade the duties. 
With all due respect, therefore, fur the economic 
convictions of everybody, a grave suspicion 
must rest on any importing house, especially on 
any one engaged in a business where smug- 
gling is most practicable, if it is found to be op- 
posed to a reduction of the tariff. At the same 
time they may not feel guilty of doing wrong. 
They reason justly that the effect of a pro- 
tective tariff is to put $1 into the Treasury and 
$10 into the pockets of manufacturers, and 80 
they propose todo the same thing by paying 
duties occasionally, while more often they ap- 
propriate them to their individual benetit. Let 
ts therefore havea little charity for Messrs. 
Allard & Sons, for they have merely been pro- 
tectionists—of themselves. eo &

LARGE AUCTION SALE OF OCOARPETS.,

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INDIAN MISSION WORK. 


MISS FLETCHER GIVES SOME IDEA OF 
ITS PROGRESS. 

Miss Alice Fletcher of Washington deliv- 
ered an address upon the Indian problem, last 
evening, on the oceasion of the celebration of 
the fifth anniversary of the Ladies’ Home and 
Foreign Missionary Soctety of the Central Pres- 
byterian Church. Miss Fletoher has been well- 
known as an active worker for the Indians, 
particulariy among the Omahas and Winne- 
bagos, 

, Mise Fletcher's address last evening was 
warm in its praise of the work done through 


the missionary societies. A most cheerful view 
was taxen of the present condition of the Na- 
tion’s,. wards, as showing wonderfully good 
results from the efforts for their improvement 
that have already been made. The good effect 
of the assignment of land in severaity, and of 





the introduction of the system of vot- 
ine for ceunty efficers, where this has 
been undertaken among the socalled 
“five civilized tribes,’ Miss Fletcher 


mentioned as being most encouraging. ‘The 
Indian mission question,” said Miss Fietcher, 
* especially among these tribes, is beginning to 
lose its distinctive features. ‘The mission work 
is beginning to take on more of the eharacter of 
that which you earry on here at home. A large 
number of Indians are now turning to farming. 
They live in houses, cultivate the ground, a 
tend worship, amd are comfortable to a degree. 
The great bulk of this is the direct outcome of 
your mission work.” 

The great diversity of conditions under which 
the Indian probiem comes, scattered as It is 
over a country broad as its climate is varied, 
enbanees the difficulty, but the great things 
needful for its solution, Miss Fletcher thinks, 
are chapels, schools, and money. 

Gen. Clinton B. Fisk, who was present, and 
who has served for years on’ the Board of In- 
dian Commissioners, said afew words at the 
close of Mise Fietcher’s address. He praised 
President Cleveland’s Administration for its 
position on the Indian question. ‘ When I first 
visited President Cleveland on the mat- 
ter I was surprised to fina,” said Gen, 
Fisk, “that he took exactly the same ground 
that a Presbyterian minister would take.

edge of Indian affairs there, says that 
the communication to THe TIMES made by 
George Bird Grinnell, charging certain 


Official malfeasances against M. D. 
win, in charge of the Blackfeet Agency, 
Montana, is incorrect. He claims that the 
heavy mortality through starvation occurred 
two years previously to Mr. Baldwin’s taking 
office, and holds that Mr. Grinnell} had been im- 


posed upen by soreheads and induced te hold a 
clandestine council with certain Indians already 
antagonistic to Baldwin on account of his hav- 
ing punished them for various offenses. 

With regard to Mr. Grinnell's criticisms of the 
agent’s misuse of Government property, it is 
asserted that Mr. Grinnell is discussing matters 
he knows nothing about, and only discloses his 
ignorance in his discussion. Itia claimed that 
since Mr. Baldwin took charge of the agency, 
horse stealing has been redueed to a minimum, 
and the agricultural tastes of the Indians have 
been cultivatea. No cattle belonging to white 
people had been driven on the reservation 
with Agent Baldwin’s permission, except with 
the knowledge of the Interior Department and 
Indians of the reserve. 

It is held that the Indians have been informed 
of their rights both in public council and pri- 
vately by farmers and assistant farmers when 
on duty among them; also that instead of five 
ounces of beef and four ounces of flour being 
issued daily, the amount ran about. a pound 
each, and the Indians often had an amount left 
over from their weekly rations.

A SIREET CAR WRECKED. 





THREE MEN HURT BY A COLLISION WITH 
A LOCOMOTIVE. 

Horse car No. 145 of the Jersey City and 
Hoboken line approached the Grove-street 
crossing of the Pennsylvania Railroad at 6 
o'clock yesterday morning and was signaled by 
Michael Daley, who had charge of the railroad 
gates, to wait.

In comparisen with the situation before 
the passage of the eivil service law and its en- 
feregment by Mr. Cleveiand the appointments of 
a new Collevtor, a new Postmaster, anew Sur- 
veyor,a new Naval Officer by President Harri- 
80 create little excitement and perturbation 
among the employes in the Custom House and 
the Post Office, Only rhe great and pecullarly 
confidential officers are without the operation 
of the civil service law now. All can be re- 
moved, but, 80 far as practical politics go, there 
is httle use in removing them, for thelr suc- 
cessors inust have passed a civil service exam- 
ination and cannot be appointed at the pleasure 
of the chief of the office, where one’s pleasure 
must be subserviert to the pieasure of his 


Party “leaders.” 

In the Custom House of the port of New- 
York, under whose jJyrisdiction are all the sea 
waters and shores of the State’ of New-York, in- 
Gluding Brooklyn and Long Island City, and 
ot woat of Hudson and Bergen Counties in New- 
Jersey, including Jersey City and Albany, New- 
Windsor, Newburg, Poughkeepsie, Hsepus, 
Kioderhook, Hudson, iroy, Khinebeck Lupd- 
ing.

The power of 
removal remains in their superior officers, tu be 
sure, but the motive for arbitrary removal has 
been taken away, for their successors can only 
get their places by means of a civil service ex- 
amination. Politival “ neelers” are barred. 

The New-York Post Office has a larger force 
even than the Custom House—2,500 empioyos— 
and the number of political appointments is 
eren smaller; that is to say, appointments 
which may be political Under Postmaster 
Pearson there have been no political appoint- 
mente, and,asa matter of fact, Mr. Pearson 
does not know to what political party any of- 
ficialin the Post Office belongs. He has ap- 
poinced no Outsiders to any of the places in the 

ost Office which are not within the civil.serv- 
ice laws. Whenever there has been a vacancy 
he has filled it by promoting from the ranks of 
the Post Office officials, and mostof them are 
now heid by persons who came into the Post 
Office under Republican Administrations, 

These are the ollices that Mr. Van Cott can 
fill with his pulitical friends if. he chooes to, 
aud out of which he van turn the present in- 
cumbents, who gained them by long ana faith- 
ful service: James Gayler, Assistant Postmas- 
ter, salary $3,500; William Plimiey, — 
tendent of Money Order Department, ,000;

SOME OLD-TIME LOTTERIB#S. 


A BUSINESS WHICH FLOURISHED IN 
CONNECTICUT FoR 100 YEARs. 

HARTFORD, Conn., April 9,—The fact ta not 
generally known that Connecticut legislation 
was thoroughly tainted with lottery schemes 
for 100 years prior to 1830, when lotteries were 
abolishea by statute. This was 36 years after 
the State of New-York had prebibited foreign 
lotteries. Attention has recently been called to 
the matter by the discovery here of & blook of 
three tickets issued in 1794 1n a lottery author- 
ized by the State for the purpose of raising 
funds to assist in building the old State Capitol 
in this city, mow owned and used by the mu- 
nicipality. The tickets are signed by John Cald- 
well, and the number issued exeeeded 17,000. 
There were two factors which served to make 
the scheme unproductive. The first was the 
prevalence of yellow fever in New-York and 
along the Connecticut coast at the time, dis- 
astrously affecting business and commercial 
relations through the North. The second was 


the fact that the New-York Legislature passed 
a law that year prohibiting -fereign letteries. 
This was an insurmountable drawback, as the 
balk of the tickets were to be usedin that State. 
8o far as knewn at present only five of these 
tickets are now extant. ‘Two of them are in the 
session of the State Librarian, Mr. Charles

a faw months ago in the upheaval of an old gar- 
ret in this city. 
John Calawell, by whom they are signed, be- 


‘longed to anold and aristocratic family, and 


Was aman of public distinction here in 1794. 
His name is still preserved in some of the leag- 
ing men in this oity, Mr. Caldwell H, Colt being 
one in whieh it appears. Major John Oaldwell 
Parsons is another. The lottery spirit not only 
attected the churones, but also gained a strona: 
hold in Yale College. As far back as the May 
session of the Colonial Legislature in 1747 the 
college was made the beneficiary of a lottery, 
authorized by enactment. In the language of 
that period it was represented tnat ‘the ool- 
lege house was not large enough to entertain 
one-half of the students.” A lottery was ordered 
by the Legistature forthe purpose ef securing 
funds to build a new house, which should be 
110 feet long, 38 ‘ broad,” and 3_ stories 
high. Capt. John Hubbard, Samuel Mix, and 
Chauncey Whittleseygewere made the directors 
and managers of the lottery. Capt. Hubbard 
had received an honorary degree from the eol- 
lege in 1730 and Samuel Mix was a graduate of 
1720. At the time of the lottery President 
Thomas Clap was at the nead of. the college. 
Ten years afier the Yale lottery one was order 
for the benetit of the public Treasury of the ¢ol- 
ony. The Government had engaged in the 
French and Indian wars with great patriotiem, 
supplying more than its full quota of troops 
tor the service. In consequence the public 
Treasury was depleted in 1757 and the 
eredit of the Golony endangered. In this 
emergency the legislators made a public 
call en the charehes in the colony for ocontribu- 
tions, and also authorized a lottery for the bene- 
fit of the Treasury. One of the briefs readin the 
churehes is still extant, being possessed by 
State Librarian Hoadly. The chureh offering 
aggregated £1,384 26. lied. The lottery was 
intended to raise 28,000, and was drawn on the 
first Tuesday in June, 1757. The cbureh ofter- 
ings were received on March 20 throughout the 
colony. The difficulty in levying an immediate 
tax to meet the demands on the [Treasury made 
the lottery, which was then a popular way for 
obtaining money, & necessity, 

In October, 1760, a lottery was erdered by 
the Legisiature for the benefit of the New-Lon- 
don Lighthouse. One year later a lottery for 
the raising of funds to be used in improv- 
ing the Housatonic River, then written Ousa- 
tonnic, received legislative sanction, After 1775 
the lottery grants from the Legislature were 
not published, and the records concerning them 
are practically inaceessible. The Legislature 
in 1836 enacted a statute forbidding lotteries 
in the State, and that law is stiil unrepealed. In 
actual practice, however, the statute is dormant. 
If enforced, it would seriously cripple the 
sources of income relied en by hundreds of 
churches, city missions and benevolent organi- 
zations, secret orders, and military commands 
in the State, The public conscience is at a very 
low ebb at present in this State in regard to lot- 
teries. 


FOREIGN NAVAL NEWS. 


FAULTS IN THE NEW FRENCH TORPEDO 
BOATS—THE SULTAN DISASTER. 

Advices received from foreign sources 
state that 50 of the torpedo boats constructed 
a short time ago for the French Navy areso 
faulty that they will have te be overhauled, at 
an outlay of $3,000 each; and even then it is 
feared they will not meet the requirements 
originally expected of them. Since the beginning 
of this month two serious adcidents have oc- 
curred, 

A few weeks ago gorpedo boat No. 102 was 
upset within sight of Toulen and six of her crew 
were drowned. Then torpedo boat No. 110, which 
left Havre with some others last Thursday 
morring for. Cherbourg, disappearea off Bar- 
fleur and has not been heard of since. Diligent 
seareh has been made for the missing boat, but 
it is feared that she has foundered. 

The trial of the indicted officers and men of 
the wrecked man-of-war Sultan will begin at 
Pertsmouth, England, in a few days. The 
court-martial will be held on board the old 
Victory. The list inciudes the names ef all 
the officers aud seamen who were on 
dut. at the time the vessel struck, in- 
cluding that ef Capt.° Earnest’ Rice. 
The seamen were those whg had stations eon- 
nected with the sounding aod steering.’ There 
are various reports afloat regarding the disas- 
ter. Itis stated that by some strange mis- 
chance (for which the Admiralty Hydrogra- 
pher’s Department will have to account) the 
charts of Malta and Gozo supplied te the Sultan 
had not the rock marked on which she 
rag, while the rock is marked on the charts of 
the Admiral Superintendent at Majta. A chart 
also exists, dating back to Nelson's time, which 
shews the rock. The ship’s carpenter has since 
the accident sounded areund the rock and found 
it to be not wider than the beam of the Sultan. It 
is apparently a pyramidal rock, of a similar 
character to the one off Galita, on the north 
coast of Tunis, on which the paddle 
frigate Avenger ran early 1n 1848 and found- 
ered with a sad loss of life. When the Suitan 
ran on the roek Capt, Rice was in 
charge. Soundings were taken, but the 
course they —— is alleged to have 
not been followed. Staff Commander Wareham 
was on deck at the time, but notonduty. Itis 
alleged that he tendered advice as to the 
Sultan's course and that it was not followed. 
Among the questions for the mémbera of the 
dourt to consider will be Whether, had that 
advice been followed, the accident would have 
been avoided. 

The latest reports regarding the British naval 
mancwuvres next Summer indicate that the fleet 
is to rendezvous at Spithead about the end of 
July. It waa originaliy intended to assemble 
in June, but the date has been postponed to 
enabie the Woolwich authorities to supp! puns 
to séveral of the heavy iron-clads which have 
never yet been tried at séa.

President Blackford reported that he had s8é- 
cured free trausportation for the men who are 
Uétailed to stock the Hudson River district 
with salmon. Commissioner Burden of Troy 
said that the first salmon, a ten-pounder, was 
caught in the Hudson near Sing Sing last week. 
He also said that shad bad beeh ouught as far 
horth as Pouxrhkeopsis. e 

Messrs, H. ©. Ford and 22* V. Long of the 
Pennsylvania Commission took burt ih thé dis- 
cussion ef an inter-State measure for the pro- 
céction of eghad in the Delaware River. . The 
commission adjourned until to-day, when the 
session will be occupied in eunsideriuy new bills 
for the Legislature.

ulated. 

Alderman Carlin moved the board to ask Mr. 
Beekman for an opinion as to whether property 
owners could recover damages from the eity 
tor the closing ef «street for the opening and 
use of which they had been asgees He 
referred to the bill passed by the State Senate 
on Monday to close One Hundred and Eleventh- 
street until the end of the coming baseball sea- 
80h. , 

Alderman Storm moved that the resolution 
for the grading and regulating of One Hundred 
and Eleyenth-street be taken from general 
orders and put on file, thus disposing of it for 
the Summer. He thought it should be disposed 
of, There seemed to be a widespread desire, he 
said, that basebal! should be played on the Polo 
Grounds this season, and this was a good way 
to permit it Alderman Carlin sneeringly re- 
marked that it was late for Mr. Storm to make 
@ record as a “ball man.” Alderman Barry de- 
clared that he was tired of being ‘“‘ made a tar- 
get” for both sides. If his resolution was to be 
acted on atall it should be acted on finally. 
80 the: resolution was taken up and Alderman 
Qarlin and the wen who train with him began 
to play a taree. They were unwilling to aes one 
way or the other onthe resolution. Tey had 
thought they could have the matter put into 
such a shape by legislation at Albany tnat they 
would keep the iriendship of the baseball aap- 
ltalists without incacring the hostility of the

The resolution was placed before the board, 
and Aldermen Butler. R. J. Bargy, Carlin, Div- 
ver, Flynn, Gilligan, Gregory, Gunther, Ham- 
mond, pp, Shea, Sullivan, and Tait refrained 
from veting. 1t was found that more votes had 
been cast against than ferit, President Arnold 
declared it lost, but recalled his decision when 
Alderman Shea raised the point ot order that, 
no quorum having voted, the resolution was 
not affeetea at all.

The weather has not been warm enough 
yet to satisfy the amateur photographers who 
are aoxious to resume outdoor work, Fow ex- 
cursions have been made, as bright warm days 
are the best fer camera use, The centennial 
celebration will give ample epportunity for the 
amateurs to take views, and they won’t tramp 
much uatil next month. In tne Fall the great 
yacht races will be hailed with delight by the 
picture takers. 

The Paris Exposition exhibit of the Society of 
Amateur Photographers of this city has been 
made ready and is a credifable showing for the 
young photographers.

elieved a finder was indispensable and four 
did not think it necessary. Hoods over the 
tinders were also considered a good thing. Nine 
amateurs believed that a detective camera 
should be used fer detective work alone and 29 
thought it should also be arranged for view work 
A rapid rectilinear lens was favored by 35 
young view takers and two wrote in favor of 
wide-angle lenses. Both were advocated by 15, 
and they thought that cameras should be so 
coustructed that the lene can be quickly 
changed. Twenty took an opposite view. Ten 
amateurs used a fixed foous and 28 a movabie 
focus. The question as to the average speed of 
the shutter was answered in seve ways. 
The majority of answers was, ‘Don’t know,” 
or “Can't find out.” One said Winter and Sum- 
mer, 1-20 second, Another Summer, 1-40 seo- 
ond; in Winter, 1-20. Another reported it as 
1-50 second in Summer, Thirty of the amateurs 
believed there should be some means of indicat 
ing the speed of the shutter.

TO SURVBY OONNSOTIOUI. 


ITS EXACT AREA UNKNOWN—A MEASURE 
TO REMEDY THE EVIL. 

NEW-HAVEN, April 9,—Prof. William H. Brewer 
of Yale University is the principal advocate of 
a bill now before the Legislature to make an 
appropriation for the construction of a topo- 
graphical map of Connecticut in conjunction 
with the United States Geological and Geo- 
graphical Survey, the expense to the State to 
-be only $5 per square mile and the remainder 
to be borne by the National Government. Inan 
interview Prof. Brewer says that there is no 
accurate map of Connecticut, simply because 
detailed surveys have never been made. The 
only maps that exist have been made. by pri- 
vate enterprise—some to sell and others to 
further the interests ofthe railroad companies 
or whoever made them. The first can have no 
pretension of accuracy, and the others are often 
made intentionally wrong. These maps are 
founded on some measurements, filled up with 


guesswork, and the local maps of certain cities 
and boroughs, 

“On account ef this inacouracy,” says the 
professor, “even the size of the State is not 
known; the various authorities, even in official 
statements, differing by several hundred aquare 
miles. We do not know the area of the towns. 
In the construction of an official map a few 
years ago, on which are based the areas of the 
forest counties as given in various official pub- 

ioations, the way they arrived at the dosired 
information was this: 

“ The common map of the State, such as was 
sold in the shops, was carefully trimmed by 
scissors and then carefully weighed on an 
apotheeary’s; scales; it was then out along the 
county lines as they were printed on that map, 
ped the separate pieces of paper were weighed. 

he total area ef the State was estimated from 
whatever data they had—‘ guessed at’ would 
be a better term—and then from the relative 
weight of the bits of paper, as compared with 
the weight or the paper of the entire Connecti- 
cut map, the relative size of the varios parts 
was estimated. This is the most accurate 
means of determinining so important & point as 
that of this State, We have better maps of the 
moon, and even those are not considered suf- 
ficiently aecurate.”’ 

The reasons why Prof. Brewer urges the sur- 
veys to be made, aside from the advantages to 
edusation, are that such maps will be cf great 
value to the State in legislation relating to rail- 
roads, highways, bridges, water works, &c., and 
that as such maps will be necessary some time, 
it is best te take advantage uf the present offer 
of the Natienal Government to bear the greater 
part of the expense, or all over $25,000, and 
the surveys can be made cheaper and more 
easily now than after the landmarks and posi- 
tions established in the border surveys of Massa- 
ohusetts and Rhode Island are removed. The 
Legislature is called upon every year to legis- 
late in matters to which the topography of the 
State is in'some way related. The State offi- 
clals and legislators are entirely dependent 
upon the private maps made by tne interested 

= and there is no guarantee against

It was in that way that the United States Gov- 
ernment in granting subsidies of $30,000 a mile 
moore for building the first Pacifico Railroad in 
the mountain regions than for building the road 
in the plains regions was made to pay for hun- 
dreds of miles of motntain construction where 
the road could. Dave been more casily and 
cheaply built than the railroad frem New-Haven 
to New-York. For 20 years the Government 
has been groaning over such mistakes, and is 
now endeavoring to obtain correct maps by co- 
Operating with the States. The State of Con- 
necticut needs an accurate knowledge of its 
own domain even more than the National Gov- 
ernment needs accurate maps of the new re- 
gions, and such a map of the State as that pro 
posed would be of greater use to individuals 
than to the State, 

The survey of Massachusetts has been fih- 
ished and a part of the maps engraved. Massa- 
chusetts paid per square mile, an aggregate 
of $40,000, and the Uni States paid the re- 
mainder, mere than $60,000. ‘The field work 
for the Rhode Isiand maps was completed last 
November. Mew-York has not yet accepted the 
offer of co-operation. 

Prof. Brewer has succeeded in getting many 
prominent peopie interested, and he is hopeful 
that the Legislature will not reject this oppor- 
tunity for an aceurate State survey. 





INDIA’S ANOLENT HOSPITALS. 


THOSE FOR MAN HAVE DISAPPEARED, 
BUT THOSE FOR BEAST REMAIN. 


**Glimpses of Popular Medicines Three 
Thousand Years Age’ is the titie of a lecture 
which Dr. George G. Hopkins of Brooklyn 
read before the Academy of Anthropology yes- 
terday afternoon. The lecturer said that he 
had gained the knowledge of his subject from 
Treading the literature of the ancient Hindus, 
a literature that had been jealously guarded by 
the clannish Indian physicians for centuries. 
It was not until the last half century that the 
English physicians in India had been able to 
gain a competent knowledge of the medical lit- 
erature of tne Hindus, 

Dr. Hopkins declared that the Brahmins were 
the originators of the practice of medicine and 
that they carried it on successfully even before 
castes were introduced into India. After the 
introductien of the system of castes the practice 
of medicine was absorbed by the priésthood. 
The supremacy of the Buddhists resuited in a 
general distribution of the Hindu knewledge 
of medicine. It was particularly imparted to 
Arabia and thence to Egypt and Greece. The 
advent of the Mohammedans in Inala, however, 
not only checked but almost destroyed the gen- 
eral education in medioine for the Moham- 
medans substituted superstition for seience. 

The general medical ideas of the Hindus, said 
the lecturer, consleted of a belief that an elixir 
of life could be discovered and that all diseases 
were curable if Brahma would only reveal the 
remedy. The ancient Hindu treatment con- 
tained much that was absurd, but, on the ovher 
hand, it also contained much that the light of 


peoullarity of the Hindu medical system was 
that it included hospitals for both men and 
beasts. Of these the hospitals for’ men have 
pe eg but those for beasts survive. One 
of the latter is situated near Surat and is over 
2,000 years eld. At this institution ailing 
domestic animals are still received and cared 
for. These hospitals for beasts are maintained, 
according to the edicts of Asoka, an ancient 
ruler, Which are cut on the rocks near Gazarat. 





TRAINS IN COLLISION. 

Los ANGELKS, Cal., April 9.—The west-bound 
overland passenger train on the Atlantic and 
Pacifie Railroad arrived here many hours late, 
having been in collision on Sunday afternoon 
with the east-bound passenger train near 


Peach Springs, Arizena, 109 miles beyond The 
Needles. 

The trains, drawn by two engines éach, met 
on asharp curve on a high embankment and 
came together with a fearful crash, demolisbin 
the eigines and throwing them down a ban 
iuto a stream and carrying three or four cars 
with them. 

One engineer jumped on the wrong side and 
fell down a foo 7 steep, 80 feet. He was fear- 
pia; 6 bruised and internally injured. The rest 
of the trainmen and passengers escaped serious 
injury, but were badly shaken ap. A laborer 
stealing a ride on the platform next to the tend- 
er was crushed to death.
